gin to be enough of the gum to go around. Sales 
already have been made for the balance of the year 
at 65 cents a pound for T. N., and prices of that 
grade have jumped 50@60 shillings in London 
during the past week. In the words of one of the 
largest factors in the domestic trade: “No such 
condition has existed during the past 30 years.” 
The peculiar part of the situation is that up till 
within comparatively few weeks importers and con- 
sumers were seemingly convinced that the price of 
shellac would drop from the high levels which have 
been maintained during the period of war stress, and 
hence they did not provide for more than usual 
requirements. It takes at least two months to land 
shellac in New York from Calcutta, and sales are 
made by irrevocable letters of credit to meet orders 
——since any fluctuation downward would mean di- 
rect loss to the importer. Under these conditions, 
and with a possibility that a decline would come, 
orders were placed abroad only for contract require- 
ments—with the result that the New York importers 
are sold up for the balance of the year. As we 
have indicated by the citation of the London prices, 
the British market is in a strikingly similar condition. 
During the war shellac entered largely into sources 
of purely war industries—shrapnel, wood-working, 
steel and brass model-making, linoleum, furniture and 
many other industries. With the establishment of 
the original control of imports of shellac into the 
United States by the British and the later allocation 
of what shellac did arrive by a quasi-Federal con- 
trol committee or Associationn of American Import- 
ers, there was a pronounced scarcity of the gum 
for the producing industries of the United States 
outside of the group engaged in strictly war work. 
Only a certain amount of gum could get into the 
country, and of this the greater part was taken for 
war materials. The shift in the import movement— 
as well as the shift in prices—can be seen in the 
following brief summary covering the period from 
1913 to date, of prices and imports, by fiscal years:

In other words, during the nine months ending 
March, 1917, almost three times as much shellac 
was imported into the United States as during the 
corresponding period ending March of this year. 
There is also food for serious consideration in this 
connection in the fact that, whereas the imports of 
shellac for the month of March last year were 
2,189,342 pounds, the importation during March 
of this year aggregated but 920,062 pounds. When 
it is remembered also that this shellac has all been 
sold on contract, the stringency of the market is not 
a surprise. 

Prices of shellac have risen steadily during the 
war period, alihough the importation for the year 
191 3—as will be noted in the comparison above— 
was less than for the fiscal year 1918—800,000 
pounds less. The quotations for T. N. over the 
period since August, 1913, as shown by the Re- 
porter Year Book, are as follows:

There is no quotable price today, but sales over 
the balance of the year have been made at 75@80 
cents a pound, and one factor is on record that, 
in his opinion, white bleached shellac will bring 
a dollar a pound before the stringency ceases. 

It would be supposed under normal circumstances 
that the relinquishment of war contracts would have 
released a large amount of shellac for industrial use. 
This is true, but such industries as were forced to 
employ substitutes during the war used such sub- 
stitutes no longer than they were obliged to, for they 
were by no means satisfactory. The raising of 
the ban on non-essential industries gave the talking- 
machine manufacturers an opportunity to use shellac 
once more as the basis of their records, for large 
makers were millions of records behind in their 
orders. One large company today admits a short- 
age of a million records because of shellac scarcity. 
Unless there is a satisfactory substitute to be found, 
it is stated on good authority that at least 80 per 
cent of the shellac imports of the United States will 
go to this branch of industry alone. 

So much for the conditions now prevailing. There 
are other causes which have exerted a positive in- 
fluence in the market and upon prices. Europe is 
in need of shellac at the present time. British and 
Continental buyers will pay more than Americans 
are willing to pay for the gum. Then, too, there 
is undoubtedly a short interest in the primary market 
—India—and this has had a tendency to force 
prices up—and then brace them at high point after 
they had been pushed there. 

Whether conditions are due to any one or all of 
the causes cited—and all enter into the situation— 
there is no present indication of immediate relief. 
And of all the factors in the market, the importers 
who could have purchased and who did not because 
as prophets they were deducing from a wrong 
premise, are at present the most aggrieved. The 
stringency need not have reached its present aspect 
had a broader view been taken of consumption 
possibilities. 


PUTTING A PREMIUM ON PRODUC- 
TION IN THE UNITED STATES—HOW 
THE POTASH, DYE AND CHEMICAL 
INDUSTRIES ARE BEING SAFE- 
GUARDED. 





By a simple regulative provision of the War 
Trade Board, soon to go out of existence, by which 
a precedent has been established upon which Con- 
gress will be asked—and may be expected to act— 
the dumping of foreign-produced dyes, chemicals 
and, possibly, potash, has been prevented. 

The solution of this vexed problem is the plan 
agreed upon by the several American interests in- 
volved that the War Trade Board shall permit the 


importation of German dyes and chemicals, pro- 
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vided such shipments are consigned to the Chemical 
Foundation, Inc. Alien Property Custodian Gar- 
van has carried his point—the battle with foreign 
competition has been carried to the customs houses— 
and no products of foreign make which at all con- 
flict with similar products manufactured here under 
the seized enemy-owned process patents will be al- 
lowed entrance. 

The patent laws will be invoked without refer- 
ence to the possibilities of the revenue laws. The 
new arrangement goes another step toward complete 
control of movement of such commodities into the 
United States through the proviso that permission 
of the Chemical Foundation must be obtained before 
import license permits can be granted. The United 
States has taken a leaf out of the commercial manual 
of Great Britain, which proved so efficacious dur- 
ing the war, but has added an appendix in the form 
of possible dye patent infringement which will bar 
products made under competitive foreign patents, 
no matter what the source or the date of manufac- 
ture. 

This arrangement, of necessity, is but temporary, 
since the War Trade Board will pass out of exist- 
ence with the signing of the peace treaty. The 
continuation of the Chemical Foundation as an im- 
port licensing board depends upon the action of the 
incoming Congress, and the Foundation, the indus- 
tries affected, the Alien Property Custodian, are all 
united in the preparation of a measure establishing 
such control under Congressional enactment follow- 
ing the expiration of the War Trade Board edict. 

The plan calls for the co-operation with the 
Foundation of an advisory board, made up of pro- 
ducers and consumers of dyes and chemicals, and 
no licenses to import such commodities will be 
granted unless the products are not competitive with 
those made in this country. If dyes, bases, inter- 
mediates or chemicals required for American indus- 
try are not made in commercial quantities here, then 
the necessary import permits will not be difficult to 
obtain. This group at present includes many of the 
so-called vat dyes and alizarine colors. 

The perpetuation of the $50,000,000 American 
Potash industry has been undertaken by a slightly 
different method, although Congress will be called 
upon to take the necessary steps toward the enact- 
ment of necessary import license legislation. The

the week just ended by the announcement from 
Herbert Hoover that all contracts for the exchange 
of German potash for American foodstuffs had been 
cancelled, and that this action had been taken with 
“the welfare of the American industry in mind.” 


The newly organized United States Potash Pro- 
ducers’ Association has opened an office in Wash- 
ington, and with a group of Western Senators is 
to urge upon Congress the necessity for the 
passage of laws calling for the establishment 
of a licensing system governing the importation 
of the foreign product, the producers in the 
United States in the meantime—since _ they 
are faced with the possible loss of their invest- 
ment—seeking by better methods and by more care- 
ful production to so reduce the cost of the domestic 
product that in the course of a few years it can 
compete with the imported article on an equable 
basis. Executive Secretary Frederick W. Brown 
of the association of producers, in a statement to 
the Reporter which appears on another page of this 
issue, puts the claim of the producers succinctly :— 


““The American potash producer asks only 
for a reasonable time, two or three years, in 
which to readjust his business on a peace basis. 
He asks that during that time German dumping 
of potash produced by the labor of war prison- 
ers be limited so as to give him a market for his 
output. In return he proposes to reconstruct 
his plants and reduce his costs so that he can 
furnish American farmers with American pot- 
ash at a quotation as low as can be secured 
anywhere on earth.” 


Here, then, are three great war-born industries— 
dyes, chemicals and potash production—which are 
seeking, not artificial protection, to the end that 
prices may be enhanced, but simply the assurance of 
fair competition and the opportunity to perfect and 
develop industries already in splendid condition, as 
well as in a strategic position to enter world com- 
petition. We are seeking protection from, not for, 
““Made in Germany”’ cartels; neither can there be

Assistant Secretary of State Phillips 
and the second deputy, Mr. Adee, and also 
officials of the passport division of the 
government, have been appealed to by 
Mr. Reuter, as have scores of friends. 
The remittance of $1 sent with applica- 
tion for passport has been returned to 
Mrs. Reuter.

ago. Secretary Redfield, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and other ofhcials 
have endeavored to get approval of the 
passport. Copies of letters seat to the 
State Department, in addition to tele- 
grams, have been sent to Mr. Reuter, it 
was said at his office on May 12. No 
replies, other than a formal edict that it 
is “against policy’’ to issue passports to 
wives of men visiting Europe, has been 
issued.

The 
consumption will not be up to normal 
of course, but there will be no large 
carry-over, and it looks as if pro- 
ducers would be encouraged to pro- 
duce up to capacity for next season’s 
trade. The trade has undoubtedly ap- 
preciated the fact that there has been 
no attempt to hold the price up to pay 
for raw material paid for at high war 
prices, and the present level of 6c. 
in carload lots seems firmly established. 

ZINC OXIDE.—There continues to 
be an active demand for zine oxide, 
and not only do producers report the 
domestic demand satisfactory, but 
there is a constantly increasing ex- 
port demand. The demand is good, 
both for the highest grades and the 
35 per cent. leaded. Prices are un- 
changed, and promise to remain un- 
changed until the end of the quarter.

DRY COLORS. 


There is a feeling of optimism as to 
the future among dry color makers, 
but the trade does not report business 
quite as brisk this week as it was last. 
“There seems to have been a soft spot 
hit, but it will not last long,” was the 
way one leading handler spoke of the 
immediate market.

Some people in the trade are 
expecting an advance in iron blues, 
but this depends to a great extent upon 
what yellow prussiate of soda does, 
and for some time the basic raw ma- 
terial of these blues has held steady 
around 17 cents. Paris green has not 
been moving freely at the opening 
season price of 37c., and for some time 
there have been rumors that certain 
producers were willing to make 
concessions. It has even been reported 
that it was offered as low as 30 cents. 
One firm that admits that one of its 
salesmen offered it that low says that 
he should not have done so, and that 
no sales were made at this price. 
However, there is no longer a 37c. 
price, for leading producers of the best 
grade of Paris green are now making 
an open quotation of 34 cents. The 
advance in the price of quicksilver has 
been promptly reflected in the price of 
English vermilion, which is now 
quoted at $1.30. 


Blacks. 


There has been no change in the 


situation in blacks this week. The 
market has not been particularly ac- 
tive, but there is a good undertone, 


and in some branches of the business 
the demand is very good. Prices re- 
main nominally unchanged. Producers 
are, as a rule, very well satisfied with 
the outlook for the immediate future. 
Quoted prices are:—Bone, powdered, 
5% @12¢c.; carbon gas, 12@25c.; char- 
coal, 6¢e.; drop, 5%@l15c.; ivory, 16@ 
30c.; lampblack, 15@45c.; vine, 4c.; 
mineral blacks, $35@45 a ton. 


Blues. 

There is not as active a demand for 
iron blues as producers would like to 
see, and there has been no improve- 
ment in the situation since our last re- 
port. It is true that there are many 
people in the trade who predict an ad- 
vance from the present level, but, on 
the other hand, there are the same o!d 
rumors about shading of prices. How- 
ever, the leading producers are not 
quoting under 70 cents, and the fact 
that there has b@en no change in the 
price of yellow prussiate of soda gives 
no excuse for a change in the prices 
of iron blues. There is the same old 
competition as to who can sell ultra- 
marine the lowest, and the only ques- 
tion is one of when the color ceases 
to class as ultramarine blue. Some 
people seem to fear that goods of too 
low a character are being offered to 
South America, and that there would 
be more business judgment shown in 
holding up the character of export 
goods. The fact that there is ultra-

There is an increased 
domestic demand for turpentine, but 
the real strength of the market is 
found in the fact that England is an 
eager buyer of turpentine at this time. 
There is a reason why this is the case, 
for it is a certainty that there is going 
to be cheaper ocean freight rates in 
the near future, and English importers 
are anxious to have their affairs in 
shape so that they will get the full 
penefit of the expected reduction. It is 
easy to figure how sales for future de- 
livery on the other side made now may 
prove very profitable if ocean freight 
rates fluctuate as they seem likely to. 
There is little turpentine in stock in 
New York, and the local situation is 
very strong, but at that the situation in 
the South is about the same, 

Rosin is not in active demand for 
export just now, as England still has 
a large stock on hand that had been 
provided by the government against 
the demands of war, but holders show 
no lack of confidence, and the under- 
tone of the market is far from weak, 
although there has been a small de- 
cline in prices since our last report. 
Domestic consumers still consider the 
price too high, and there has been so 
little buying against future require- 
ments for a long time that stocks in 
consumers’ hands are not large. 


TURPENTINE. 


There is a great deal of strength 
shown in the turpentine market, and 
the market has gotten away from those 
who were conservatively bullish before 
it became evident how far the English 
demand would carry things. Ingland 
has been a good buyer this week, and 
predictions made some time ago that 
the demand would cease when the load- 
ing of ships in port in the South had 
been completed’ have not proved true. 
There is more than an effort to secure 
immediate sailings behind the demand 
from the other side. Clever English 
buyers are planning to take advantage 
of a reduction in the cost of ocean 
freights that is inevitable, and for this 
reason are making especial efforts to 
bush their business at this time. A 
week ago turpentine was quoted in New 
York at 78@78%c.; today the quotation 
8 804% @8le., and very little is offering 
under the outside price.

ROSIN. 

There has been a rather quiet de- 
mand for rosin since our last report, 
and the market has eased off a little, 
although the situation is not one that 
can be considered as bearish. There 
has been a decline of about 25 cents a 
barrel in the local market this week, 
and there has been no grade that has 
shown any particular strength or 
weakness. While England is buying 
turpentine most eagerly, it is not buy- 
ing much rosin. The end of hostilities 
found the British government with too 
large a stock on hand to permit any 
scarcity of rosin in England as yet, 
but if there should be a_ break in 
freight rates English handlers might 
begin to show more interest, although 
they are expressing very bearish ideas 
on rosin just now. There is a great 
deal of this material needed in South 
America, however, and South Amer- 
ican buyers have been holding off as 
much as possible for a very long time. 
Like the domestic consumers, they can 
not forget the low prices of a year ago, 
and the market has looked very high 
to them for some time, There has been 
some Brazilian buying recently, but not 
in great volume. Consumers have 
been of the opinion that there wouie 
be a break as soon as the new crop 
began to move freely, and the fact that 
the season has been late has only 
caused them to hold back the longer. 
There are no large stocks in consum- 
ers’ hands in this country and, while 
it is quite possible for domestic con- 
sumers to hold back for a _ longer 
period, still if the idea which the South 
advances, that the crop will be no 
larger than that of last year, should 
gain ground among consumers there 
would not be as much hesitancy about 
meeting the market. If there should 
be a final settlement of the war that 
would mean any sort of an improve- 
ment in the Continental demand for 
raw materials there would be a de- 
cided improvement in the demand for 
rosin, for there is very little of it in 
most foreign countries,

In the South Amer- 
jean market Europe 1s just now a very 
keen buyer, and this is the real reason 
for the strength in that market. It is 
true that there is a good deal of seed 
in Argentina, and that the visible is 
large and is increasing rapidly; but at 
the same time the demand from this 
country and from Europe promise to 
he large enough to take up all the seed 
in South America; and there promises 
to be a real shortage in this country 
before the new crop domestic seed be- 
gins to move. There will be some re- 
lief as the Argentine seed now afloat 
arrives, but no crusher—either in the 
Kast or in the West—-expects to have 
enough seed to permit full-time opera- 
tion between now and the movement of 
the new domestic crop. Under these 
circumstances it is not surprising that 
all the seed markets show strength, 
and in the contract market there has 
been a good deal of short covering 
during the past week that has helped 
the advance along. At one time there 
was quite a bearish feeling in the 
Western markets, and good-sized short 
lines were put out. The American and 
Canadian producers have shown much 
judgment in the marketing of their 
seed this season, however, and the 
bears never had a rush of seed upon a 
soft market to help out their position. 


MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 14, 1919. 

The demand for flaxseed is growing 
keener again and prices are rising cvuin- 
pared with the futures. Offerings are 
extremely light, not enough seed coming 
in to take care of half of the capacity of 
the mills for crushing. The worst part 
of it is that only a small proportion of 
the: flax arriving is of desirable quality 
and the oil volume is light. 


During the past day or two the mar- 
ket advanced and brought out a litile 
more seed to arrive. Although the great- 
er part of these to arrive purchases con- 
cerned small lots, less than carloads, at 
the same time there were more full cor- 
load lots sold. The sales represent small 
accumulations in interior elevators, 
Farm deliveries increased slightly dur- 
ing the past week, as the farmers fin- 
ished up their wheat seeding and had a 
little more time to haul their reserves to 
stations. Elevator companies say they 
are not getting all of the flax they 
should get under the circumstances. 
Some sections of the country have fairly 
liberal reserves and the owners show no 
inclination to market freely. Evidently 
they are feeling bullish. Most of the 
hews received here is of bullish nature, 
and unless the farmers loosen up the 
mills will have no seed to crush and will 
have to cease operating by June 1.

Rain and snow fell in North Da- 
kota, and as a result there was 1 better 
demand for seed flax coming from that 
section. Seed houses were quite active in 
the local market and picked up _ tne 
choicest seed offered. Crushers offered 
no competition because they want ag lit- 
tle interference with flax seeding ac is 
possible. In some sections of North Da- 
kota the farmers are still waiting to get 
into their fields with tractors, and it is 
altogether too late to put in a wheat 
crop. As flax is nearly always second 
choice with North Dakota farmers, the 
trade looks for a fairly good acreage put 
to that grain. A report of this week in- 
dicated a decrease of 10 per cent .in,the 
North Dakota acreage put to grain, 
compared with a year ago, and if this is 
true it promises much in the way of a 
flaxseed acreage, as that grain can be 
sown later than most any other. 
_ Reports from Montana are slow con.- 
ing in, but dry weather interfered some 
with the seeding of wheat. Eastern 
Montana received rain last week, in time 
for wheat seeding.

DULUTH. 


Duluth, Minn., May 14, 1919. 


There is big demand for seed for im- 
mediate use in the flax market here these 
days, and, therefore, the price is climb- 
ing apace. Receipts continue to be light, 
and as there appears to be an increas2 in 
demand for linseed oil, more than usual 
even at this time of year, the crushers 
want the seed and are after it strong 
and unrelentingly. Almost any offer is 
snapped up, and there appears to be lit- 
tle in the way of a continuation of the 
upward climb for some days at leasz. 

The large amount of seed on the way 


from Buenos Aires, as reportel before, 
turns out not to be a bearish fac‘or, 
after all, as it will not be on the muar- 


ket, being delivered on cogtract and for 
crushers’ use as soon as it trrives. 

Prospects for seeding in the North- 
west are beginning to develop. The 
matter has been problematical and most 
people thought that the flax acreage 
would be small. However, it appears 
that it will be much heavier than former- 
ly expected, for failure to seed tu wheat 
in many places has left a good deal 
more acreage available for flax than was 
at first supposed.

BUENOS AIRES. 


There has been a very excited con- 
tract market in Buenos Aires this 
week, due, according to advices, to the 
demand from Europe. There was a 


sharp advance at the beginning of the 
week, and, while the market eased off 
a little during the middle of the week, 
there was another advance Friday, and 
the close showed an advance of 15 
eents for the week. There has been 
an advance of over 50 cents a bushel 
in the Buenos Aires market during the 
last two weeks, and this in spite of 
the fact that there is a rapid increase 
in the visible supply just now. The 
visible is now 3,400,000 bushels, an in- 
crease of 1,200,000 bushels for the 
week. There continues to be a good 
export movement, and there were 201,- 
000 bushels sent to the United States 
this week and 362,000 to the United 
Kingdom.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


There has been only a mild interest 
in the contract market for cottonseed 
oil since it s reopened on the Pro- 
duce Exchi.k., but when the govern- 
ment sees fit to take off the tixed price 
of raw oil there promises to be a most 
active market, and the reopening will 
permit the business to be properly 


taken care of when it originates. Ar- 
rangements are being made to re-es- 


tablish the clearing house, but at the 
present time members are clearing 
their own trades. The idea of the gov- 
ernment in making it impossible to 
trade in contracts for delivery from 
October on was to make a hedge mar- 
ket against the new crop production; 
but it is hardly to be expected that 
there would be much desire on the part 
of producers to do any hedging until 
they know definitely whether or not it 
is going to be an open market. Mem- 
bers of the Exchange who should be 
well informed are of the opinion that 
the authorities at Washington wish to 
see an open market as soon as possi- 
ble, and many believe that the fixed 
price will be abolished by the first of 
July. However, the South has’ thus far 
seemed to be against a removal of the 


protection given by the fixed price, 
and the authorities would not like to 
see any great fluctuation result when

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There_ con- 
tinues to be a rather quiet market in 
wood oil, but consumers are beginning 
to pay more attention to their future 
requirements and there is a slow but 
steady improvement in the_ interest 
manifested in June to September de- 
liveries. The stock of pure oil in this 
country is not large, and the amount 
of oil pointed in this direction is not 
up to the season; but these facts have 
not yet caused any advance in the price.

16%c. is quoted, f. o. b. Pacific Coast. 

COCONUT OIL.—Buying of coconut 
oil has been of large volume dur- 
ing the period concluded. Sales of 
about 2,000 tons were made in New 
York on May 14; prices paid were from 
154c. up. Three tank cars were sold 
at 15\4c., New York, on the 14th. On 
that same date holders of tank cars 
were asking 15%c., New York. Stock 
is quoted in barrels at 15%4c. and 15% 
@15'%c., tanks. Manila at the coast is 
quoted at 14%c., sellers’ tanks, Edible 
oil at New York is quoted at 20\%c., and 
Cochin at 18¢e., both New York. Im- 
porters’ representatives continue to 
complain about cable service. The re- 
duction in freight rates on shipments 
from coast to Eastern places will make 
a fractional difference per pound on 
coconut oil, it was explained this week 
by representative dealers in oriental 
products. The present rise in @il val- 
ues makes any freight reduction of sec- 
ondary importance. 

COPRA.—Offerings of copra were 
showing sharp advances the week just 
ended. Sales at Sc, in bags, coast, were 
registered. Stocks in New York are 
still scanty. It was said that 200 tons 
of this product were offered at 8%c. per 
pound, coast, on May 15. France and 
other countries, which are bidding for 
stock, ure believed to be the cause of 
the upward climb. The high price of 
stock has discouraged buying interest. 

CORN OIL.—The market shows 
strong tendencies, the demand for edi- 
ble oils affecting this market ina large 
way. Substitute lard makers are re- 
ported to be buying stock. Refined oil 
is finding a good market here and else. 
where. Refined in car lots is quoted at 
$23.81 barrels per 100 pounds, New 
York; than carlots, $24.01; in 
cases 10-gallon tins, $1.97 per 
gallon. 

LUMBANG OIL.—The market is 
quiet locally. Demand has been light. 
Interest is manifested in the agitation 
for beginning building operations.

PORPOISE.—The quiescence of the Chicago 
porpoise market is almost a watchword in the 
local oil trade. No interest is being displayed 
in the oil, and it will take a large change to 
retrieve the situation. 

PORPOISE JAW.—There was absolutely 
nothing new about porpoise jaw oil in Chicago 
this week, neither as to price quotations or 
movement of the commodity. Dealers decline 
to be interested in this particular market, for 
the very good reason that there is no partic- 
ular inducement at the present time. It has 
been several weeks since there were price 
quotations. 

SATLMON.—Salmon oil was still being quoted 
on the Chicago market this week at figures 
around 90c.@$1.05 for the better grades, and 
around 65@70c. for the cheaper grades. Deal- 
ers said the market was decidedly quiet, and 
several of them venture the opinion that_ it 
would remain so for some time to come. The 
situation in the East does not find its reflec- 
tion in the Chicago district. 
SHARK.—Dullness still characterizes the shark 
oil market in Chicago territory this week. 
What business there was did not reach pro- 
portions sufficient to make it worth remark in 
the trade. Demand has been so negligible 
that there have been no price quotations for 
some time. 

SPERM.—Sperm oil developed no changes of 
consequence, so far as activity and prices were 
concerned, this week. In fact, it is doubtful 
if there were any changes in any direction. 
Chicago dealers have long ago reached the 
conclusion that there isn't going to be much 
doing in this particular line for some weeks 
to come. So firmly convinced of this are they, 
that not a single price quotation could be 
pried loose. Some dealers did refer to the 
situation in the East, but that was as far as 
they cared to go. 

WHALE.—The whale oil market, so far 
Chicago was concerned, pursued the dull tenor 
of its uninteresting way, and dealers were 
quite unanimous in declaring that there wasn't 
much hope of a revival in the yery near future, 
It has been several months now since dealers 
would even hazard a price quotation. 
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SEATTLE OIL MARKET. 


Seattle, Wash., May 13, 1919. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—There has 
sudden buying spurt on China wood 
the Seatt'e market during the past week, 
and this has served to bring about an ad- 
vance on this offering. The last deals to be 
reported were on a basis of 16% cents in 
sellers’ tanks and there is every indication 
that the next week will start with 17 cents 
as the prevailing figure This better de- 
mana is the direct result of the return to 
the marke. of the Eastern buyers. Traders 
here express general satisfaction over the 
announcement of the railroad administra- 
tion that a new car lot rate of 90 cents 
will soon prevail on this oil from Pacific 
coast points to the Eastern tervitory, but 
this is still considerably above the prewar 
level. 

COCOANUT OIL.—The 
procuct is urchanged at 14% @14% cents 
en sellers tanks, nor can it be said that 
there is any immediate prospect of a change 
at this time. The sales of cocoanut oil 
have not been as heavy as might be ex- 
pected when the sale of the other oils used 
in food products is concerned, and storers 
of the oil here are hopeful that trade will 
pick up very soon. The Eastern exporters 
are still holding back with their inquiries, 
said to be due to trouble in getting steamer 
space on the rght sort of boats, and until 
some change is made there this market will 
probably hold about firm. There were two 
brokers offering Philippine cocoanut oil, 
shipment next month, on this market dur- 
ing the past week. 

COPRA.—The possibility of lower charter 
rates along this coast within a short while 
is advanced as the main reason for the 
slower dealings that have been recorded on 
copra within the past week, and this can 
be figured as the chief factor on the easier 
offering price of 7 cents in sellers’ tanks. 
The stock was not moving out as fast as 
it came in, and rather than pay the stor- 
age charges some of the holders made cuts 
on their asking figures and forced off the 
rest of the market. Within the next month 
it is announced that the freight rate on this 
offering from Seattle to Eastern points will 
become $1.25 on car lots and $2 on less than 
car lots,

The combination of heavy 
arrivals and the sudden disappearance of 
all buying demand served to send prices on 
the peanut oil not already stored down 
sharply. There have been sales for im- 
mediate movement so that the exporter had 
no storing charges to anticipaie at 15% 
cents in sellers’ tanks and to judge from 
the willingness of other holde-s to sell, 
there are still big stocks left on hand in 
the Orient that are due to start moving. 
Buyers representing the large food manu- 
facturers have quite evidently decided that 
the same thing is true and are getting back 
on the ‘‘watchful waiting” list. Large buy- 
ers say that this break in the market has 
been needed badly as too liigh a cost on the 
products in which peanut oil is used would 
only mean that the consumption is due to 
be cut off. 


CORN OILL.—The prices on corn 
sagged off five cents as to the top 
the range locally, but are very firm at 
@2.40. Traders feel that the United 
grain administrator is a man who 
controls the future of this market. 


SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market on bean 
oil is showing more activity with the re- 
turn of export bidding so that prices have 
continued their upward trend, and most 
students of che situation are of the belief 
that still greater advances can be expected. 
They say that the notice of the drop in the 
freight rate on bean oil from Seattle to the 
East of $1.12% per hundred pounds to 90 
cents in carload lots is going to serve to 
Stimulate the shipments from here, and 
should have a beneficial effect on the prices. 
The Seattle Port Commission and large 
handlers of oil have been working to secure 
this decline for some little time, and 
now comes the announcement that it 
will be made aboue the first of June. 
The general selling price for the 
Seattle market has been 17 cents for the 
last half of the week, with one or two of 
the dealers who were not so anxious to sell 
quoting 17% cents an inquiries. Movements 
to the Kast for consumption there are well 
up to the recent averages and the general 
outlook is about all that could be asked 
at this time 


PERILLA OIL.—The market on perilla 
oil has held without change at 16% cents 
in sellers’ tanks, nor ia there any immediate 
prospect of the demaud picking up enough 
to bring changes, say the larger dealers. 
The movement has about settled down to 
supplying a certain trade which runs about 
the same at all times, and only a resump- 
ton of export at the Atlantic coast ports 
can materially affect the prices here.

CHEMICALS IN JAPAN 


Develop Reaction After Slump—- 
Soda Ash Is Soaring. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 

The Japan chemical market, according 
to a report received here, is getting 
stronger. A reaction against the past 
slumps is developing, and in spite of the 
fact that the demand for users is still 
dull and inactive, some products are 
mounting higher in price. It is particu- 
larly noticeable that soda ash is soaring. 

Acids which were comparatively well 
maintained when the armistice drove all 
other chemical products to lower planes, 
have lately began to show sympathy with 
the declining goods. Sulphuric acid has, 
among others, been realized upon heavily 
and its price has come down markedly. 





Muriatic acid and nitric acid have also 
come down somewhat heavily. However, 
now a reaction has started in these 


goods, as sulphuric acid producers have 
just made an agreement among them- 
selves for the maintenance of prices. 

Nitric acid is still in sympathy with 
Saltpeter and the market therefor is 
weak, but the price is recovering to the 
level of 13 yen per 100 pounds. 
’ Carbolic acid, which has been 
ing rapidly, is also showing a tendency 
towards steadying. It stands round the 
level of 25 sen per pound. 

Caustic soda still stays on at 13 yen 
per 100 pounds, as, according to a chem- 


ical importer, the arrival from the United 
States 


slump- 


is not increasing as rapidly as 
expected. Bicarbonate of soda has also 
stopped declining. Potashes are, how- 


ever, still weak and some of them are 
dropping at an accelerated rate, 





Chante of Canada Will Meet at 
Montreal Last Week in May. 


The second convention of Canadian 
chemists will be held in Montreal during 
the last week in May. At this meeting 
it is expected that a purely Canadian so- 
ciety of professional chemists will be or- 
ganized. The feeling is that no existing 
body is exactly suited to the task of 
drawing together into one organization 
the chemists now scattered throughout 
Canadian universities and industries. 





Mineral Salt Deposits in Sicily. 


The British Consul at Palermo reports 
that two natural deposits of sodium sul- 
phate are being worked at Mangiabue 
and Sambuco, in the province of Caltanis- 
setta. The extension of the Mangiabue 
mine is estimated to contain 1,500,000 
cu. m. of material containing 30—70 per 
cent. of sulphate. A plant has been 
erected for purifying the product, but it 
has not yet been operated. The Sambuco 
deposit contains mixed salts of magesium 
and sodium with a variable percentage of 
potassium, analysis of one sample show- 
ing 12 per cent. K,O, but others consid- 
erably less. The mineral is pure, situ- 
ated close to the surface, and easy to 
work. Some of it is already on sale.

DU PONTS SUED 
BY LEVINSTEIN 


Representative of British Dye 


Producers Asks $1,000,000, 
Alleging Breach of Secret 
Contract. 


Boston, Mass, May 16, 1919. 
Alleging breach of contract, Edgar 
Levinstein, of Nahant, Mass., has insti- 


tuted an action for $1,000,000 damages 
against K. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., 
of Wilmington, Del. Several alleged 
agreements or contracts between the 
plaintiff and the defendant were made 
part of the complaint. 

According to Mr. Levinstein, 
Pont company purchased in 1916 
clusive rights to manufacture and 
in the United States, dyes of Lev- 
instein, Ltd., of Manchester, ieng- 
land. It was - agreed, ‘he declares, 
that he should be the selling medium for 
the said dyes, he having been selling rep- 
resentative in the United States for Lev- 
instein’s, Ltd., for many years. He fur- 
ther states that the du Pont company 
undertook to reserve an annual supply of 
600 tons of dyes for him, both of Lev- 
instein and du Pont makes and guaran- 
teed him a profit, agreeing further to 
aid him to retain his old customers. 

He charges that the du Ponts broke 
their contract with him by soliciting and

inducing his old customers to transfer 
their trade from him to them, using un- 
fair methods. He states that the de- 


fendants failed to supply him with dye- 
stuffs, concealed prices from him, and in 
other ways obstructed and hindered him 
in obtaining orders. 


He makes public the agreement made 
between the Levinsteins of Manchester 
and the du Ponts which contained pro- 
vision summarized as follows :— 

Levinstein’s shall have exclusive rights for 
the use, manufacture and sale under its own 
and the du Pont patents and secret processes 
in Great Britain and Ireland, India and all 
British possessions except Canada, France, 
Italy, Spain, Belgium, Holland, Portugal, 
Switzerland and Scandinavia. 

The dut Ponts to have exclusive rights to 
use, manufacture and sell under Levinstein 
and its own patents and secret processes in 
the United States, Mexico, Central and South 
America. 

If certain information supplied the du Ponts 
by the Levinsteins was capable of producing 


synthetic indigo meeting standard require- 
ments the du Ponts were to pay Levinsteins 
£25,000 yearly for ten years, from 1917 to 
1927. 

Royalties were required to be paid Levin- 


steins in addition to the sum above mentioned, 
the royalty being 5 per cent. in the selling 
value of the finished indigo. 

The formation of a joint selling company by 
the two principals was arranged for, this 
company to have selling rights for Asiatic 
countries, particularly Japan and China. 

J. Amory Haskell, vice-president of du Ponts, 
and John B. Lonsdale and Herbert Levinstein, 
of Levinstein, Ltd., signed the contract.

WESTERN PETROLEUM REFINERS VS. HINES 
CASE OPENS BEFORE I. C. C. AT CHICAGO 


Chicago, May 16, 1919. 


What is declared by prominent oil men 
to be the most important rate hearing 
since the famous Mid-continent case of 
several years ago was opened liere to- 
day before Examiner Gerry of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The case 
is that of the Western Petroleum Re- 
finers against Walker D. Hines and the 
Railroad Administration. It involves in- 
terstate and intra-state rates from Texas 
to Eastern points. 

The side of the refiners was presented 
today, with Clifford Thorne, general 
counsel for the Western assoviation, in 
charge. It was said that the case of the 
Railroad Administration probably will 
not be presented at this time, in which 
ease there may be a delay of several 
weeks, After the examination of wit- 
nesses and oral argument by counsel, the 
case will go to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for final decision. 

The refiners had presented most of 
their witnesses when the hearing closed 
this afternoon. In his opening state- 
ment Mr. Thorne outlined the contentions 
of the complainants Mr. Humburg ap- 
peared for the Railroad Administration. 


Mr. Thorne’s Statement. 


“The petroleum refiners in the South- 
west,” said Mr. Thorne, “ave in- 
stituted this proceeding before this com- 
mission asking for a general revision of 
the rates on petroleum and petroleum 
products from the producing and refin- 
ing points of Texas to interstate destina- 
tions throughout the North and Nortr- 
east, covering the territory between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Atlantic sea- 
board generally. This is probably one 
of the most important cases next to the 
mid-continent case ever tried iffecting 
the oil industry. 

“The mid-continent case 
terstate rates on petroleum and petro- 
leum products from Kansas and Okla- 
homa, commonly called the mii-continent 
field’ to all points generally east of the 
Rocky Mountains. At that time the 
Northern Texas field had not developed. 

“During the past few years, however, 
the Northern Texas field has rapidly as- 
sumed commanding importance in the oil 
industry. It is one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, oil fields ever developed 
in the United States. At the present time 
the freight rates, interstate, with refer- 
ence to this field. are in a chaotic condi- 
tion. Some traffic moves on class rates, 
some traffic moves on commodity rates, 
while still other traffic moves on a com- 
bination of the two. 

“The Western refiners claim that these 
rates should be lined up on an equality 
for similar hauls as those established by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
the State of Oklahoma. : 

“Among the leading witnesses which 
we shall present for the refiners are 
Walter R. Scott, chief rate man for the 
Western refiners, with headquarters im 
Chicago. Mr. Scott has made a com- 
prehensive study of the interstate rate 
structure and is prepared to show in a 
striking manner the indefensible discrim- 
inations and excessive character of the 
rates. One interesting exhibit he will 
present shows that the rate rapidly ad- 
vances the longer the haul from the ter- 
ritory involved, while the pipeline rates 
advance at a very slow pace, thereby 
confining the rail shippers to a_ limited 
territory of distribution. He also will 
show the inadequacy of the car mile al- 
lowance given by the railroads for the 
use of tank cars. The cost to the Rail- 
road Administration of furnishing equip- 
ment for the refiners by reason of the 
car mile allowance is about one-half what 
ordinary freight costs for all traffic other 


than oil.

Growth in Texas. 


“By means of a comparative statement 
Mr. Scott will demonstrate to the com- 
mission the enormous growth of the 
Texas field during recent months, show- 
ing in parallel columns the growth of 
other territories, demonstrating beyond 
doubt that this field is rapidly assuming 
tremendous importance in the oil indus- 
try. Representative points of distribu- 
tion, such as St. Louis, Chicago, Minne- 
apolis and Kansas City, have been col- 
lected and the rates and distances te 
these points compared with the rates 
and distances from the Oklahoma produ- 
cing and refining points. These compari- 
sons show the rates from 25 to 100 per 
cent. higher than justified. The railroads 
and the commission have recognized the 
similarity of traffic conditions from Okla- 
homa and Texas by reason of the fact 
that they have adopted the same sched- 
ule of rates on the several thousand items 
in the classification on Oklahoma State 
and interstate traffic that they had pre- 
viously adopted for Texas State and in- 
terstate traffic. The same thing is true 
of the livestock rates, State and inter- 
state, from Oklahoma, compared to Texas, 
State and interstate. If this is fair for 
past traffic and for livestock traffic, it 
should be applicable also to petroleum 
and petroleum products. 


Rates on Group Basis. 


“There is one important phase 
case which involves the establishment 
rates on the group basis instead of 
the mileage scale. The refiners are in 
keen competition with each other and 
desire very much that their present 
grouping be retained, and that the rates 
be adjusted between groups rather than 
on a distance basis. 

“Lacey Walker, statistician for the re- 
finers’ organization, has made a compre- 
hensive analysis of the earnings per ton 
per ton mile and per ear mile, on all 
traffic compared to the earnings on pe- 
troleum traffic. George Meyers will tell 
the tremendous significance of the devel- 
opment of the Texas oil iicld in the oil 
industry. W. W. Hoe, of Cosiden & Co., 
has made an extended analysis of the car 
mile earnings, Outlining the inadequacy 
of the allowance made by the carriers 
of one cent a car mile. W. M. Bowers, 
traffic manager for the Indiahoma Com- 
pany, will sum up the important phases 
of the controversy, outlining the gist of

North Louisiana has come back to normal in its 
pipeline runs, with an average daily movement of 
crude of approximately 40,000 barrels. For months 
the daily average was between 20,000 and 25,000 
barrels. The Gulf Coast got good gushers in Hull 
and at Goose Creek, although there was a mixture 
of water which reduced the oil total to about half the 
aggregate output. The worst news for some time 
from the Coast from the viewpoint of the producers 
is the increasing entrance of salt water into the West 


Columbia fields, 


_ California is plugging along with some good ones 
im the southern part of the State—the best news 
from the Pacific Coast is the amount of new work 
planned following recent transactions in oil territory, 
nd the entrance upon a redrilling campaign on a 
arge scale by a producer-consumer organization. 

In the Mid-Continent there has been a turn for 
the better in Okmulgee, although the Osage is cred- 
ited with an off week. The latter field is getting 
better and better, and a still greater activity is ex- 
pected there, Reports from the several fields of 
the country from our own correspondents are given 
entire elsewhere. The usual editorial summary of

Eastern Fields.

Kentucky, with 54 
completions, got 2,860 barrels of new production. 
There were, all told, in the western fields 182 com- 
pletions, a loss of 32 from the previous report, and 
3,934 barrels of new oil, a decline of 2,964 bar- 
rels. There were four more gassers, all told, but a 
decline of 13 in the number of dry holes. 


Eastern Pipelines. 

The pipeline reports of runs, deliveries and stocks 
for the month of April in the fields of the East does 
not show an increase in either group. The runs for 
the month were 2,881,354.78 barrels, as against 
2,919,351.27 for March; the deliveries were 3,- 
652,721.94 barrels, as compared with 3,768,- 
075.26 for March, while the stocks declined with 
a total of 11,060,044.43 at the end of April, as 
against 11,150,622.18 at the end of March. The 
stock decline can be blamed directly upon Illinois, 
all the other States of the Eastern division showing a 
gain for the month, but Illinois stocks declining 


598,688 barrels during the period. 
W yoming. 

The Rocky Mountain State is increasingly ac- 
tive owing to the better weather conditions prevail- 
ing and the possibilities for the development of oil 
prospects already staked out last fall before the snows 
came. There is to be an unusualam ount of wildcat 
work during the coming months if present activity is 
to be taken as a criterion, and the general belief in the 
immediate extension of the proven fields, as well as 
the assurance of increased amounts of crude oil, is 
evidenced by large extensions of existing refineries 
and by plans for new pipelines. At the present 
writing the old Salt Creek field is moving, and the 
new Salt Creek Producers’ Association, with an 
output now of 20,000 barrels a day, has a very 
large undeveloped acreage known to contain large 
amounts of oil. The Lance Creek field is also 
exceedingly active, and the latest completed well 
there proves the capabilities of this comparatively 
new section in Wyoming oil territory. It is under- 
stood that a new pipeline has been surveyed from 
Lusk, in the Lance Creek field, to Glenrock, where 
it will connect with the existing line from the Big 
Muddy field to the refineries at Caspar, and thence 
to the Atlantic seaboard. When this project shall 
have been completed there will be a direct outlet 
for the oil from the Rocky Mountain State to Eastern 
and Middle Western refineries, something that has 
been looked for and hoped for—and despaired of 
—for years. 


California. 


While there has been a decrease in the actual 
development work accomplished in the California 
fields for the past fortnight, nevertheless the wells 
brought in have been of such calibre that produc- 
tion has held approximately to the normal. The 
Montebello field and its outlying country are, how- 
ever, responsible for the good results in swelling the 
production totals. A number of notable land deals 
have been put through, particularly in the McKit- 
trick, Lost Hills and Midway fields, and this, to- 
gether with the campaign of redrilling inaugurated 
in the Midway-Sunset fields by the Southern Pa- 
cific, points to increased production within a short 
period. Some good wells have been brought in 
during the period in the south in the Montebello 
districts, although one of from 7,000 to 10,000 
barrels a day has since sanded up. Three notable 
new wells were started during the week just ended. 


Canada Production Report. 

After a long delay the report of crude produc- 
tion in the Dominion for the year 1918 has been 
completed. The figures show an increase in output 
by the wells of 90,909 barrels, or 42 per cent. in 
excess of 1917, but in addition was the largest pro- 
duction year since 1910. The production, accord- 
ing to the bounty payments, was 288,692 in the 
Mosa fields, 3,000 barrels in New Brunswick, 1 3,- 
040 barrels in Calgary. This gives a total output 


for the Dominion of 304,741 barrels, valued at 
$866,554, against 213,832 barrels, valued at 
$542,239, in 1917. A detailed statement of produc- 


tion by districts will be found in the field report 
elsewhere in this issue, as well as import and ex- 
port figures and other data of interest. The inter- 
esting feature of Canadian news this week is not 
the production report, for that has been thoroughly 
discounted, but the reports from all sections of the 
Northwest of the amount of new work under way 
and the areas now under prospect by representa- 
tives of the large producing companies. 


Gulf Coast. 


Petroleum politics are waxing warm in Texas, 
the State having decided to exercise its options in the 
new Blue Ridge field under the prison land specifi- 
cation. The greatest importance to the producers 
in this valuable new section rests in the final outcome 
of the controversy, and the Gulf coast newspapers 
have been filled with it. There is a setback in the 
West Columbia fields, which may prove to be of 
great damage, since during the past few weeks there 
has been an increasing influx of salt water there. 
Hull took the honors as a producer during the pe- 
riod with a 7,000-barrel gusher, the first big well 
completed at Hull for some time. Goose Creek also 
came back with a gusher of 8,000 barrels initial 
capacity, the first for months. There were 23 com- 
pletions for the period in the Guf Coast, with 6,455 
barrels of new oil, as against 23 completions for 
the previous report and 1,375 barrels of oil. Eight 
wells were abandoned, two more than the previous 
week, and at the conclusion of the week there were 
300 drilling wells and rigs up, as against 292 for 
the previous report. There was a net gain of two 
in rigs and of six in drilling wells. Sour Lake had 
three producers, two of them pumping 100 barrels 
apiece and the third pumping 75. Humble has a 
200-barrel well and two 20-barrel pumpers. Sara- 
toga had a 20-barrel well, Barber's Hill one of 
10 barrels, Edgerly one pumping 55 barrels of oil 
and about 400 per cent. of water besides. Mark- 
ham had two wells worked over, pumping 10 bar- 
rels apiece. Damon Mound and Hull had one 
failure apiece, while Spindletop and Batson, South 
Texas; Jennings and Vinton, South Louisiana, drew 


blanks. 
Mexico. 


Field work in Mexico—which is not at all lively 
—has been overshadowed by the calling of the spe- 
cial session of the Mexican Congress, at which the 
oil embroglio will be one of the principal topics of 
consideration and discussion. The entrance of new 
corporations into the distribution and shipping end 
of the Mexican petroleum business, with the com- 
pletion of new terminals and the laying of sea-load- 
ing pipelines, is the most interesting feature of the 
Mexican situation today, outside the importance of 
the legislation to be considered by the Congtess. 


Mid-Continent. 


While the Osage territory in the Mid-Continent 
had an off week, there was more activity and better 
results in Okmulgee county, and the score of Okla- 
hdéma in new wells for the period was something 
more resembling old times than has been the case 
for months. In other words, there were a number 
of interesting completions and an added amount of 
good new production. The daily output of Okla- 
homa has held up to a remarkable degree. The 
reasons are twofold. Old wells with settled pro- 
duction have been coddled into steady production, 
water has been shut off and care has been taken 
to keep the wells in prime condition; new wells of 
good initial capacity have not been drilled too deep 
with resulting penetration of water-bearing strata 
and consequent loss of the well from the ranks of 
the dependable producers. In fact, the lessons of 
the Trapshooter group and other large initial pro- 
ducers have been heeded. In the anxiety to get more 
oil the necessary care of the property has not been 
slighted. It used to be omitted. Oil conservation 
is the one great lesson learned from the war, as far 
as the petroleum industry is concerned. Oklahoma 
production is approximately 217,000 barrels, with 
Cushing reported at 40,000 barrels and Healdton 
at 38,000 barrels. Kansas has taken a slump in 
output because of a decline in Butler county, and

All Over Kentucky. 


There is much money invested in oil by 
operators from ali parts of Unio. Among 
tne large Mvestors in petroleum and leasess 
are Findlay, Bowling Green, St. Mary’s, To- 
ledo, Woodsfield, Lima, Wapakoneta, Cin- 
cinnati, Marietta, Cieveland, Columbus, and, 
in tact, nearly every town of importance in 
Ohio has invested in Kentucky petroleum 
production. Nearly every State in the Union 
is more or less dabbling in Kentucky oil, as 
it is tound to be one of the substantial shal- 
low sand fields that can be developed at a 
small cost, although the drilling contractors 
are making a serious mistake in holding 
at $3 a foot for drilling wells, and the time 
is not far distant when large operating con- 
cerns that are now getting into the field 
will send in other contractors at half the 
price per foot, and money can be made at 
less than $1.50 per foot. 

One of the late sensations in Kentucky is 
centered in the western portion of the State, 
when the Equitable Oil and Gas Corpora- 
tion took over a large acreage and a number 
of wells located in the northern part of Lo- 
gam county, and will develop the property 
at a rapid rate as soon as work can be 
started. This deal includes a number of 
producing oil wells that in their infancy, 
some 17 years ago, started at around 60 bar- 
rels and are still nice small pumpers, along 
with a natural gas line supplying fuel and 
light for Russellville and Lewisburg. This 
territory has been gone over by practical 
geologists, and they have made some flat- 
tering reports upon the prospects for a big 
field, there being some remarkably fine 
looking structures within Logan county, 
which is located just north of some of the 
fine structures located in Robertson, Mont- 
gomery, Dickson and other counties in Ten- 
nessee, Where there is now a rush on to get 
development work started. Some of the gas 
wells in Logan county tested out as high 
as 3,000,000 cubic feet of gas years ago. 


Simpson county, along the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee border and located south of Warren 
and west of Allen county, is now coming 
into play. Only a short time ago some out- 
side parties went into Simpson county and 
paid a reported price of $50,000 for a large 
acreage, Which included the well on the 
Perkins tract, and now reports are that 
several drilling machines are moving into 
the county. This county should prove as 
productive as has Allen county, having some 
fine looking oil structures. 


M. T. McEldowney, of Winchester, has 
purchased from George A. Ray a lease on 
the John P. Frahley 60-acre tract, in the 
Hell Creek district of Lee county, for a con- 
sideration of $5,000. 


The Old Rosebud Oil and Gas Company 
is a new one to enter the Kentucky fields, 
with a capital of $500,000, and many of the 
leaders in the company are residents of 
Paris, Ky., among which are:—C. N. Daugh- 
erty, O. L. Davis, Wallace Mitchell, Harry 
B. Clay, J. W. Young, W. C. Bell, Oscar 
Hinton, C. L. Harris, F. P. Thompson, Wil- 





liam Shirn and George D. Speakes. This 
company is negotiating for one of the best 
producing properties in the Big Sinking dis- 
trict of Lee county. 


M. P. Wright and others, of Louisville, 
have purchased a one-sixteenth royalty on 
the Andy Smith tract, in the Johnson pool, 
in the northern part of Allen county, and 
which contains 80 acres, for the handsome 
figure of $25,000. This lease is operated by 
Dr. E. J. Riggs & Co., of Sullivan, Ind., and 
has over 20 wells producing on the tract. 


J. H. Hall, of St. Louis, Mo., has pur- 
chased a one-sixteenth royalty from Mrs. 
Angie Reynolds on her 100-acre farm in Al- 
len county, which is operated by the Great 
Lakes Petroleum Company, for a considera- 
tion reported at $25,000. The lease is re- 
ported doing better than 1,000 barrels a day. 


M. P. Wright, of Wincheser, and presi- 
dent of the Wright Oil Company, has pur- 
chased leases on 3,700 acres located in Al- 
len, Warren and Barren counties, and is 
now moving drilling machines to those coun- 
ties to start active work. 


The Cumberland Pipeline Company has 
just purchased from the Ohio Oil Company 
four steel storage tanks with a capacity of 
35,000 barrels each, located in Estill county, 
near the town of Fitchburg. 


TENNESSEE. 


Within the past week or so several of the 
larger operating companies of the country 
have had their men on the ground, and 
their geologists were surprised in finding 
such well defined anticlines as exist in Ten- 
nessee. The word has gone out that their 
men should get as much territory as can 
be secured, regardless of cost, and the fact 
that leaseholders in that section are holding 
tight, knowing or thinking that they have 
something valuable, expect to develop the 
territory themselves, owing to the shallow- 
ness of the pay sands. In the Cumberland 
Furnace well no less than ten pay sands 
were developed from the’ top of the hole 
until the Trenton Rock was struck. In Ten- 
nessee this formation has several different 
names, and not known as the Trenton Rock, 
but it is the real Trenton Rock, and if the 
people are wise they will call it by its 
original name, which is known the world 
over, and not bring about some unknown 
name for this well-known oil producing 
limestone. Development work so far has 
been slow in Tennessee, as it has in Ken- 
iucky, but there is now promise of develop- 
ment shortly in Robertson, Montgomery, 
Humphries, Dickson and many other counties 
that are found along the Pennsylvania for- 
mations. It is safer to do development 
work on the Western Highland Cliff than 
on the Eastern Highland Cliff, for the rea- 
son that when oil is found it will show 
better staying qualities. The Glen Mary 
and Rugby Road districts, in Scott county, 
are on the Eastern Highland Cliff, and those 
that have done work there know full well 
that the wells show big, but go down to 
strippers within a very few days. 


One interesting feature is that the geol- 
ogists are scrapping to some extent in West- 
ern Tennessee, and when simmered down 
they will find that a majority of them failed 


_ to find the best producing spots.

OKMULGEE COUNTY LEADS OKLAHOMA 
FIELDS FOR WEEK IN COMPLETED WELLS 


Tulsa, Okla., May 13, 1919. 
Okmulgee county led the procession dur- 
ing the past week in the size of its com- 
pleted wells. The Osage had an off week 
and reported no wells of exceptional size. 
The latter county, however, is becoming 
more active each day, and is now leading 


all others in the State in point of new work. 
A large number of operating companies are 
forced to drill in order to hold their acre- 
age, and a still further increase in activity 
in the Osage is anticipated. 

Drilling continues in the southern part of 
the State, in wildcat and semi-wildcat terri- 
tory, with varying results. The longed-for 
extension of the Burkburnett sand has not 
been found on the Oklahoma side of the Red 
River, but the search for it has by no means 
ceased. There are still chances of finding it 
in Cotton or Stephens county. 


The daily production of Oklahoma is be- 
ing held up remarkably well by the large 
number of wells completed and the careful 
handling of the old producing wells. The 


State is credited with 217,000 barrels daily, 
with Cushing reported at 40,000 barrels and 
Healdton at 38,000 barrels. Owing to a de- 
cline in the output of Butler county, the 
production of Kansas has dropped to 78,000 
barrels daily. This decrease is not expected 


to prove permanent, as work now in prog- 
ress on a number of El Dorado leases is ex- 
pected to bring a large number of water

Alco Oil 
Company’s No. 5 Crosby farm, in the northeast 
of section 18-17-13, is a 5-barrel well. 


Stephens and Cotton Counties. 


Near Walters, in southern Cotton county, 
the 6666 Oil Company has one of the largest 
wells recently completed in Southern Okla- 
homa, It is located on a one-acre school 
lot in section 4-2 south-10 west and is cred- 
ited with a production of 500 barrels during 
the first 24 hours following its completion. 
The oil was found in the regular 2,100-foot 
sand. This well is a mile south of produc- 
tion and is considered to have developed an 
extension to the Cotton county productive 
area. Operators in that district have not 
yet abandoned the hope of connecting Cot- 
ton county with the pools at Burkburnett, 
south of the Red River. 

In Comanche county, just west of Cotton, 
where a few paying wells have been drilled, 
the Humble Oil and Refining Company has a 
failure in No. 1 on the Carmichael farm, 
in section 9-1 south-12 west. The Piedmont 
Oil and Gas Company is rebuilding its rig 
on the Tussey farm, in the northwest cor- 
ner of the northeast quarter of section 
25-1-4 west. Pickel & Myers are drilling 
in No. 2 on the Saumer farm, in the south- 
west quarter of section 22-1 south-5 west. 

Skelly & Russell have a 20-barrel pro- 
ducer and 6,000,000 feet of gas in their test 
on the Fresley farm, in the southeast quar- 
ter of section 35-1 south-5 west. The Mc-

The Early Bird Oil Company has com- 
pleted No. 16 on the Cheney farm, in the 
southwest quarter of section 16-21-13, Bira 
Creek district, which is showing for 40 bar- 
rels in the Burgess sand. This was a sur- 
prise to the owners of the well, who have 
drilled for the Burgess sand a number of 
times previously, but failed to find it. 


Good Tucker-Sand Wells. 


The Minnehoma Oil Company has drilled 
two wells into the Tucker sand, on the 
Michaels farm, Cleveland district, in the 
south half of the southwest of section 
35-21-8, in the last week and both will make 
100 barrel producers. Another one on top 
of the sand is showing for a good pro- 
ducer. The first Tucker-sand well on this 
lease had initial production of 800 barrels 
a day. 


Dismantling Oilton Refinery. 


The New Era Refining Company is dis- 
mantling its plant at Oilton, in the North 
Cushing field, and will ship it to Iowa Park, 
in Wichita county, Texas, where the com- 
pany will in future get its crude supply. 
This company, in common with other 
owners of skimming plants, has had dif- 
ficulty of late in securing an adequate sup- 
ply of high-grade crude. The plant which 
is being moved has a capacity of 1,000 
barrels daily. 


Sinclair’s Ranger Pipeline. 


Work is progressing at a fair rate of 
speed on the 8-inch line of the Sinclair- 
Cudahy Pipeline Company, between Heald- 
ton, Okla., and Ranger, Texas. One hun- 
dred miles of pipe have been received and 
the line is about one-half complete. The 
station tanks at Ranger and Bowie, Texas, 
have been built. 


Storage Tanks Shipped to Texas. 


The Sun Company, which has a large re- 
fining plant in the Gulf Coast Field, Texas, 
has purchased two 65,000-barrel steel tanks 
at El Dorado, Kan., for shipment to Texas. 
One will be rebuilt at Ranger and the other 
in Stephens county. The Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company and Carter Oil Company are 
tearing down steel tanks in Kansas and 
shipping them to North Texas to be used 
for the storage of Ranger crude. The de- 
cline in Butler county production has left 
a number of empty storage tanks in Kansas. 


DRUG REPORTER 


The Oklahoma-Texas Refining Company, 
recently organized by Tulsa and Springfield, 
Mo., men, will build a 2,000-barrel refinery 
at Granfield, in Tillman county, about six 
miles north of the Texas State line and 
across the Red River from the Burkburnett 
field. Material has been ordered and work 
on the plant will be rushed. The Ameri- 
can Pipeline Company is surveying for a 
six-inch line from Burkburnett to the re- 
finery, which will assure the proposed plant 
a supply of crude. Roy McKee, formerly of 
Cosden & Co., is president of the new con- 
cern and J. KE. Peltz is its secretary and 
treasurer. 


Gasoline Plant Completed. 


Mark Carr and associates have completed 
the work on _ their casing-head gasoline 
plant, on the Jenks road, 10 miles south of 
Tulsa. Gasoline from the plant will be 
pumped to a loading rack at Jenks for 
shipment by rail. 


Failure in Cowley County. 


Another duster is reported near New 
Salem, in Cowley county, northeast of Win- 
field, and the hopes of developing a pool 
in that locality appear to have gone glim- 
mering. The Star Petroleum Company's 
test on the Elliott farm, in the southeast 
corner of the southeast quarter of section 
34-21-5 east, is being plugged at 3,030 feet. 
It is three-quarters of a mile east and two 
locations north of the well of the Empire 
Gas and Fuel Company on the I. EB. Johnson 
land, in the northeast corner of section 4- 
32-5 east, which was the first well of the 
pool. It came in about four months ago, 
good for 30 barrels. Since its completion 
the Carter Oil Company has drilled a duster 
in the northwest corner of the southwest 
quarter of section 3-32-5, one-half a mile 
south, and the Empire has a failure in the 
southeast quarter of section 3. No addition- 
al producing wells have been completed. 


Decision in Barney Thlocco Case. 


Judge Frank Youmans, of Fort Smith, 
Ark., has filed his decision in the Barney 
Thlocco case, holding that Martha Jackson 
is the rightful heir to the $1,000,000 property 
in the Cushing field, over which claimants 
have been fighting since November, 1913. 

The Black Panther Oil Company is oper- 
ating the lease and some time ago pur- 
chased the Jackson interests, as well as 
practically all of the interest of the other 
claimants. 

The decision says, in part:—‘Under the 
Creek laws, Johnny and his mother were 
the heirs of John Nervy; that the mother is 
the heir to the son; that Martha Jackson 
inherits through her mother the allotment 
in question, and that Saber Jackson has a 
courtesy right therein.” 

McDougall and other lawyers, of Sapulpa, 
who claimed attorney fees amounting to 
$2,000,000, were allowed $750. George M. 
Smith and W. W. Whitten, both of Okmul- 
See, are allowed $3,000 each for l+gal ser- 
vices. 





KANSAS. 


In Marion county the Elmhurst Develop- 
ment Company’s No. 1 on the Gillette farm, 
in the southwest corner of the southwest 
quarter of section 10-22-4 east, is showing 
for a good well in the 2,500-foot sand. 

The National Refining Company drilled 
into a sand at 2,125 feet, in the southwest 
corner of section 33-22-4 east, on the Evans 
farm, which shows sufficient oil to warrant 
an estimate of 75 barrels a day. Drilling 
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vas suspended to avoid drilling into water. 
This well is a mile due north of the FE. EB 
Johnson well on the Parker farm, in the 
southwest corner of section $-23-4 east, 
which came in a week ago. The Johnson 
well is located three-quarters of a mile 
northeast of the National Refining Com- 
pany’s well on the Byestone farm, in the 
northeast corner of the southwest quarter 
of section 8-23-4 east. The National's Bye- 
stone well is three-quarters of a mile direct- 
ly northeast of the Elbing pool. From this 
it may be seen that recent completions are 
well strung out in the direction of the Pea- 
body pool, indicating a possible connection 
between the Elbing pool and the one at 
Peabody. 

The National Refining Company’s well on 
the ans farm is not showing in ,the reg 
vlar Elbing sand, but in a formati8n about 
200 feet above the Elbing formation, indli- 
cating that another sand has been uncov- 
ered. This well found the sand from 1,862 
to 1,884 feet, and the hole filled so rapidly 
that a bailer of oll was drawn up each hour 
before the hole was deepened. The 1,862- 
foot sand is probably the same as found in 
the wells in the Peabody pool to the north. 

The well of E. E. Johnson on the P cer 
farm, in the southwest corner of section 
§-23-4 e , ig the bes’. producer ever drilled 
in the Elbing pool. During the past week 
it pumped 450 barrels at the end of the first 
16 hours, and at the end of that period the 
il in the hole was not perceptibly lowered. 

No well in the Peabody pvol which found 
the 1,850-foot sand containing oil in pay- 
ing quantities, stopped at that depth, but 
all are drilling to the 2,500-foot sand. The 
Orlando Petroleum Corporation’s No. 1 on 
the Sinex, in the northeast corner of the 
southwest quarter of section 10-23-4 east, 
would have made 5 arrels from 1,845 to 
1,855 feet, but is now drilling at 1,900 feet. 

The Orlando Petroleum Corporation’s No. 
1 Burton farm, in the northwest corner of 
the northeast quarter of section 22-4

from 1,880 to 1,890 feet, but js now drilling. 

Nothing late has been heard of the re- 
ported showing of Forrester & Co.’s test on 
the Windsor farm, in the northeast corner 
of the southeast quarter of section 8-22-4 
east, in the Peabody pool. which was report- 
ed as showing oil in a new, deep sand 
found at 2,750 f2et.

Engleman and others on the Holum farm, 
in the northeast corner of the southeast 
quarter of section 24-26-5, is pumping 40 
barrels daily. 

Leonard Petroleum Company’s No. 1 on 
the Parks farm, in the northwest corner of 
the northeast quarter of section 32-26-5, is 
estimated as a 200-barrel producer. 

The Atlas Petroleum Company has a hole 
full of water in No. 8 on the Nuttoe farm, 
in the center of the north line of the north-

tion 31-26-5. Knode and others’ No. 1 tract, 
in the southeast corner of the southwest 
quarter of section 24-25-5, is a 40-barrel 
producer.

TEXAS PANHANDLE GAINS 16,735 BARRELS IN 
NEW OUTPUT—GAIN IN COMPLETIONS EIGHT 


Fort Worth, Texas, May 12, 1919. 


A review of the North Central Texas petro- 
leum fields is of more than passing interest to 
the oil trade, it being now the field that is 
being more closely watched than any other. 
While there is an immense amount of work 
under way, the finishing of wells is not as 
rapid as should be, especially in the deep sand 
fields where it requires slow drilling, so as 
not to get down into the water section of the 
sand. Many wells are being finished from 
week to week in the more shallow fields of 
Burkburnett, Electra and Iowa Park in the 
north end of the field, and in the Ranger 
deep district many wells are on top of the 
sand, and when drilled in should make quite 
an interesting addition to the production of 
the North Central Texas area. 

Output of high gravity crude petroleum in 
Texas, when multiplied six times in the fifteen 
months preceding March 15, 1919, is expected 
soon to begin increasing again. For the _ last 
six weeks the output has hung around an 
average of 150,000 to 155,000 barrels daily. 

Two or three square miles of new territory 
recently added to the Burkburnett pool af- 
fords most of the ground for authoritative 
opinions that the high gravity fields of the 
State will probably be producing 200,000 bar- 
rels daily or more before the end of the sum- 
mer. x 

Although the northwest extension is ex- 
pected in itself to double the present output 
of the general Burkburnett district, there are 
still scores of good locations in the western 
end of the townsite pool on the Hardin tract, 
where wells have come in recently as high as 
2,400 barrels initial production, and on the 
east side of the town and in the townsite 
itself there are still many drilling locations 
which will materially assist at least to main- 
tain output of the townsite pool while the 
extension is increasing the output of the gen- 
eral district. , 

On March 13 the deep sand territories were 
estimated to have produced approximately 
101,000 barrels daily. This was the date on 
which, in addition to a number of other good 
wells, the Mid-Kansas Oil and Gas Company's 
gusher in Stephens county, on the Carey tract, 
and the Texas and Pacific Coal and Oil Com- 
pany’s Norwood tract gusher, in the Ranger 
pool, in Eastland county, added approximately 
25,000 barrels flush production in twenty-four 
hours. This peak production was divided as 
follows:—Ranger pool, 65,000 barrels; Stephens 
county, 30,000 barrels; Comanche county, 6,000 
barrels. Output of the same territory today 
is as follows:—Ranger pool, 62,000 barrels; 
Stephens county, 15,000 barrels, and Comanche 
county, 8,000 barrels. The latter figures rep- 
resent a decrease of approximately 16,000 bar- 
rels since March 13. ; 

On May 1 there were 173 producing wells in 
the Ranger pool, including as a part of the 
pool three or four wells just over the line in 
Stephens county in the northern end of the 
Ranger district. These wells were producing 
just about as much oil as 155 wells the week 
before. In other words, eighteen new wells 
finished at Ranger in the week preceding May 
1 barely more than added enough oil to make 
up for the decline of the older wells. rhe 
decline of the 155 older wells for the week 
was approximately 16 to 17 per cent., but a 
large portion of this decline was due to the 
rapid settling of two or three gushers. se 

The above are all exceptional wells. The 
average inside well at Ranger nowadays is 
by no means as good a well initially as its 
predecessors in the same locality. |

Ranger Extension. 


One of the late and important wells in the 
Ranger field makes the operator feel more 
interested. This well is in the Ranger field, 
and is the Prairie Oil and Gas Company's 
No. 1 B. L. Danley tract, two miles north- 
west of the Terrel tract gusher. This well 
got an initial production of 4,000 or 5,000 
barrels daily at a depth of 3,600 feet, after 
it was generally conceded that the hole was 
a failure except for a small showing at 3,438 
feet. Although so much deeper than other 
wells in the western edge of the Ranger pool, 
the Danley is a very important extension in 
the northwestern direction. In the extreme 
northern end of the pool, over the line in 
Stephens county, the Ranger-Texas Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Boeles tract, a quarter of a 
mile south of the L. C. Dennison survey, got 
an initial production of 2,000 barrels natural. 
Approximately three-quarters of a mile north 
the Brazos Oil Company’s No. 1 Massengale 
tract developed a production of 2,400 barrels 
after a shot. These two wells are one of 
four or five in the same locality, which is 
about half way between other production in 
the Ranger pool and the Veale tract well in 
southeastern Stephens county. Previous wells 
in this locality were small. 


In the southwestern end of the pool hopes 
of a more regular producing strata in this part 
of the district were shattered when a well 
drilled jointly by the Oklahoma_ Producing 
and Refining Company and the Pennok Oil 
Corporation on the Parton tract, offsetting the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company's No. 1 Harris 
tract, which is making 1,700 barrels. The 
well on the Parton tract, drilled in very small, 
is estimated at 50 barrels of oil.and some gas. 
The Parton well offsets the Harris well on 
the north, and is only about three-quarters of 
a mile south of the T. W. Connellee well. 
Down farther southwest, past the 3,800-foot 
failure that Cosden & Co. drilled on the Hol- 
comb tract, the States Oil Corporation got a 
well showing for 100 to 200 barrels natural on 
the Little Norwood lease, which is about half 
a mile east of the town of Eastland. Far 
beyond the western edge of the pool and two 
miles south of the isolated well on the Par- 
rock tract (still an uncertainty), the States 
Oil Corporation recently got a big gas well 
on the Tobe Norton tract in the 1,900-foot 
sand, which, together with a big gas well 
drilled by the Mid-Kansas Oil and Gas Com- 
pany in the same shallow sand on the Har- 
rell tract, about a mile and a quarter west 
of the Parrock well, may indicate something

Helium Pipeline. 


The government pipeline from Fort Worth 
to the Petrolia gas fields has been completed 
and is ready to be tested, according to navy 
officials. The official test of the line will 
probably be made before the close of the 
month. The line has been constructed at a 
cost of approximately $1,200,000 and is 10 
inches in diameter. 

The new line will be used for bringing nat- 
ural gas from Petrolia to the government 
argon production plant. The gas extracted 
by the government is called helium or argon. 
The contracts for the necessary buildings for 
the production plant have been let, but the 
exact figures of cost are not known in Fort 
Worth. The Dawson Construction Company, 
of Washington, D. C., has the contract for all 
the buildings, consisting of about eight dif- 
ferent structures. The Cooling Power Com- 
pany, of New York, will build the cooling 
system and the Carroll Electric Company, of 
Washington, will put in the piping for the 
machinery. A contract is yet to be awarded 
for the boring of the wells. 

The contracts call for completion of the 
buildings in six months from the time opera- 
tions start. 

Practically all of the necessary machinery 
for the production of helium in the new plant 
is on the grounds in Fort Worth. 


Texas Doing Well. 


Crude oil production reports for the first 
quarter of 1919 received by B. Terrell, 
Comptroller of Public Accounts for Texas, in- 
dicate that more than $3,000,000 in gross pro- 
duction taxes will be collected for the State 
this year if the activities of oil property de- 
velopers in North Central Texas are not 
checked by untoward occurrences. Moreover, 
the remarkable increase in taxable values in 
the oil belt of the State will cause the total 
of the State’s assessments for the year to be 


expressed in figures that will indicate a very 
healthty addition to its ad valorem and per- 
sonal property ‘-~ ollactions. 


It is in the showing the oil belt counties and 
cities can now make for themselves that oil 
prosperity cuts the biggest figure, however. 
It has placed them in a position to raise all 
the money they require for good roads and 
good schools and for public utilities adequate 
to their needs, and then some. It has placed 
them in a position to demand adequate trans- 
portation facilities from going railroad enter- 
prises and to assist in the promotion of new 
ones that are legitimate. 

The State as a whole, aside from getting 
much help from the oil belt in the matter of 
bearing the burden of taxation which its rapid 
growth imposes, is feeling the effect of oil 
prosperity in another way. The sale of oil 
rights in public school, university and asylum 
lands and’ the payment of royalties by ex- 
ploiters of these lands is swelling the funds 
that contribute to the maintenance of these 
institutions, enabling them to expand with- 
out cost to the taxpayers. Properly adminis- 
tered the remnants of the land endowment the 
framers of the Constitution of 1876 gave them 
should yield an abundance of revenue. 

Taken by and large the sityation created by 
the discovery of oil is one in which the North 
Central Texas counties lead the State in wealth 
and development, after having been looked 
down upon and compelled for years humbly to 
follow in the rear of their more fortunate and 
prosperous neighbors to the east, scarcely dar- 
ing to hope for a kind thought from promoters 
of country-building enterprises. 


Will Lay Gas Line. 


Installation of a gas pipeline from the fields 
near Mineral Wells to Fort Worth will be 
started immediately by the Allied Oil Corpora- 
tion, according to A. B. Case, vice-president 
and director of the company. The corporation 
will also erect a gasoline plant near Millsap, 
where it now has a production of about 40,- 
000,000 cubic feet of natural gas. By the time 
the pipeline is completed to Fort Worth the 
company officials expect that the gas produc- 
tion will be much larger. Efforts will be made 
to complete the pipeline and gasoline plant by 
October. 

In the Ranger field the corporation has 13,000 
acres of leases. It has two producing wells in 
Stephens county. Large development and drill- 
ing projects are contemplated 


Refinery News. 


The Inland Refining Company, an Oklohoma 
corporation with a capital of $2,500,000, has 
applied for a license to do business in the 
State of Texas, and will take over the Baltic 
Refinery at Fort Worth. The Inland’s Fort 
Worth refinery will have a daily capacity of 
5,000 barrels. The United Producers’ Pipeline 
Company will supply the Inland with crude 
oil. The United Producers’ Pipelines Company 
has started work on its six-inch line from 
Ranger to Fort Worth. The main line will be 
approximately 80 miles long, with 150 miles 
of gathering lines. The main pumping station 
will be located at Weatherford, in Parker 
county, and Mingus, Palo Pinto county, with 
other pumping stations along the line. The 
pumping stations will be equipped with Diesel 
engines, centrifugal pumps, etc. 

Plans have been completed for the erection 
of a large refinery near Eastland. John T. 
Evans and Dr. E. J. Gee, representing the 
Alamo Oil and Refining Company, capitalized 
at $300,000, are the organizers. The company 
has acquired a tract of land adjoining the 
Texas and Pacific Railroad on the north, about 
a mile east of the depot, on which the refinery 
will be built. Construction work will be under 
way within 30 days. 


Pipeline News. 


The town of Eastland is soon to have the 
convenience of gas for residences and business 
houses, and operations are now well under 
way in the accomplishment of this important 
improvement. Under the contract the pipe- 
lines and installation are to be completed by 
July 15. The Texas Oil and Refining Company 
has a large force busy constructing the main 
pipeline to the town of Eastland, and will con- 
tinue to press the work to completion. The 
City Gas Company has taken the contract for 
laying the lines throughout the city, and its 
activity on the job is very much in evidence 
by the hum and movement of the regiment of 
men and teams that are energetically carrying 
the development forward. A further develop- 
ment is to be taken up at a later time to 
secure the gas supply from a nearer source. 
A move is under way to contract with the 
States Oil Corporation to obtain the gas supply 
from the Tobe Borton 30,000,000 cubic-foot 
gasser just south of Eastland. 


The Gulf Pipeline Company has purchased 
120 acres of land about two miles south of 
Garland, where the company now has a pump- 
ing station, and it is rumored a large refinery 
will be built. The six-inch pipeline from the 
Ranger field is being torn up and an eight-inch 
line put down. Three large gans of workmen 
are employed on the project, and it is believed 
that when the line is completed work will 
begin on the refinery. 

A carload of pipe has been unloaded at 
Rockdale for the laying of a line out of Rock- 
dale to the Rockdale-Tracy oil field. This line 
is being put in and will be operated by the 
Tracy Oil and Gas Company, and_ storage 
tanks are being erected. As soon as this pipe- 
line is completed the wells will be put to pro- 
ducing and the oil put on the market. 

The Pierce Oil Corporation has completed its 
system of gathering lines in the oil fields of 
Stephens county, the system feeding the com- 
pany’s loading rack at Wiles Station, in the 
southeastern part of the county. In addition 
the company has also completed its loading 
rack and 275,000 barrels of iron storage. Five 
55,000-barrel tanks have already been com- 
pleted; two are still under construction and 
two others will soon be started. This will give 
the company a storage capacity of close to 
500,000 barrels. 


Burkburnett Deals. 


The drilling in of the big wells about three 
weeks ago by the Burk-Waggoner Oil Com- 
pany, followed with another one finished by 
the Golden Cycle Oil Company, about four 
miles or so to the northwest of the Burkbur- 
nett townsite development, opened a new area 
for the trade to develop, and brought about 
another area of territory that it required a 
fortune to get a foothold, and on nothing but 
small acreage at that. Fabulous prices have 
been handed out by the people for leases around 
Burburnett, and if the heavier purchasers 
come out even they will do better than any 
other townlot drilling proposition that has ever 
been put over in the past. Money was made 
by the first group of people that controlled 
the acreages or drilled the first wells, as the 
early ones had a lake of oil to draw their 
production from. One of the big sales was 
nearer the townsite than to the Burk-Wag- 
goner gusher, and that deal was pulled over 
A. J. Van Cleve, the young oil king, when he 
sold a block of 16% acres of block 103, Red 
River Valley lands, to the Van Oil Company 
for a consideration of $225,000. 

The American Refining Company purchased 
five different small tracts around the Burk- 
Waggoner gusher and spent $250,000 for them 
within two days, showing the speed that deals 
go through in the active development. A block 


of twenty-two acres in block 84, and imme- 
diately adjoining the Burk-Waggoner gusher, 
brought the handsome price of 000.

land was owned by R. M. Waggoner. Fourteen 
other deals besides on very small tracts have 
,been made around the big gusher, entailing an 
expenditure for leases alone of $290,000. 


All Over Texas. 


The log of the Texas-Cushing Oil and Devel- 
opment Company’s No. 1 well on the Proctor 
tract or ranch, near Stamford, in Shackleford 
county, shows that at a depth of 1,030 feet 
an oil sand was struck that showed for about 
10 barrels of oil a day. The well is going for 
a deeper sand and has reached a depth so far 
of about 2,000 feet. 


The Duvall Oil Company, of Paris, Lamar 
county, has been organized with a capital of 
$50,000, and will do some development work in 
Lamar county. 


The Telephone Oil Company has let the con- 
tract for a 3,500-foot hole to be drilled near 
the town of Bonham, in Fannin county. The 
rig and drilling apparatus is now in the rail- 
road yards at Bonham. The Southwestern Oil 
Company has reached a depth of 1,500 feet at 
a test five miles northeast of Bonham, and a 
contract has been closed by Hassell & Mad- 
drey for a 3,500-foot test located about seven 
miles northeast of Bonham. 

Nolan county is destined to get a most 
thorough test, there being twelve contracts al- 
ready let for wells in that county. The West 
Texas Production Company, the Blackwell Oil 
and Gas Company, and Chapin & Allen already 
have tests under way, and material has been 
placed on the ground for wells by the follow- 
ing concerns:—Sinclair-Gulf Oil Company, 
Wichita-Nolan Oil Company, J. F. Schulen- 
berger, Packard Oil Company, Offenhauser & 
O'Hara, and the Nolin Oil and Gas Company. 
Contracts have been closed for wells on the 
Weatherby ranch, the Jones & Neblett ranch, 
and the Roe ranch. The money paid by the 
speculators for leases in Nolin county has been 
a boon for the land owners, after a two years’ 
drouth, 

A well being drilled by the Producers and 
Refiners’ Company on the George T. Graham 
tract, five miles north of the Sinclair-Gulf Oil 
Company's well on the Gaines tract, in Brown 
county, has reached a depth of 2,300 feet and 
is being closely watched by the oil men in 
general, and is located on a beautiful struc- 
ture, and should develop an oil well when the 
drill reaches the proper depth. 

There are ten test wells drilling in various 
parts of Lampasas county, and so located that 
a wide scope of territory will be tested out. 

Coleman county is getting a good play, and 
leases in that county are bringing fancy 
values. J. C. Dibrell, for the Dibrell estate, 
has leased to H. T. Stati, of Houston, 1,600 
acres located from one-half to four miles from 
the Thomas well, in Coleman county, for a 
consideration of $115,000, and Henry Sackett 
has leased to Mr. Stati a block of 1,280 acres 
for $64,000, or $50 per acre, and another block 
of 1,600 acres at $75 per acre, or an aggregate 
of $120,000. W. W. Weathered & Son also 
leased to Mr. Stati a block of 1,100 acres, 
aggregating $44,000. 

The daily production of the McMan Oil Com- 
pany’s Hardin tract lease in the Burkburnett 
pool is now given as 5,500 barrels a day, and 
when the wells now under way are completed, 
will reach close to 10,000 barrels. 

The Peerless Petroleum Company’s well on 
the J. T. Carruth tract, in Comanche county, 
and an offset well to the Duke extension, is 
reported showing about 20,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas, and has all the ear marks of an oil 
gusher. 

The McTon Oil Company, of Oklahoma City, 
Okla., has moved its headquarters to Fort 
Worth. This company has outlined an ex- 
tensive wildcatting program for the coming 
summer. This company has just taken over 
5,000 acres of leases sixteen miles north of the 
Corsicana fields, the acreage lying in Ellis and 
Kaufman counties. This company has also 
acquired several large tracts in Hunt, Hopkins 
and Delta counties. Other large operating con- 
cerns have secured large acreage for develop- 
ment work in the vicinity of Commerce. 

J. W. Stewart and J. G. Cochran, of Park- 
ersburg, W. Va., will drill a test well on the 
Brandenburg tract to a depth of 2,500 feet. 
This is in Mason county, and material is be- 
ing unloaded to move to the lease. 

Wells in the Stephenville section of Erath 
county are not showing any great change from 
last week. The Laney well is in the black lime 
and has a showing of gas at about 3,600 feet. 
The Davis well, ten miles southeast of Stephen- 
ville, and not far from the Laney well, does 
not look very encouraging at 3,700 feet. The 
Yancey well, just west of Stephenville, is mak- 
ing rapid progress and is being watched with 
much interest because of the confidence the 
people have in the men behind the proposi- 
tion. Colonel Yancey is an old veteran in the 
oil game and was formerly one of the leading 
oil men of California. The Cage well of Rob- 
inson & MHarrington, four miles west of 
Stephenville, is drilling in the black lime, and 
progress of the drill is slow. Wells also at- 
tracting attention in the north end of the 
county, near Dripping Springs, are on the 
Thompson and Britton tracts. 

The Mid-Texas Drilling and Producing Com- 
pany is a new organization with a capital of 
$500,000, with headquarters at Dublin. This 
company holds leases on 2,500 acres in all di- 
rections from the Duke pool, of Comanche 
county, and will soon start developing some 
of the acreage. 

The Oklahoma Oil Producers’ Company will 
drill a deep test on the Paramore ranch, ten 
miles north of Ballinger. The Safety-First Oil 
Company is now building a rig for a test 
well on the Los Arroyo tract, two miles west 
of Ballinger. 

Prince & Price, drilling contractors, of 
Electra, have signed a contract with capital- 
ists from the North for drilling thirty-five 
wells in block 83, Wichita county. The con- 
sideration for the work is $350,000, and is the 
largest single contract for drilling wells yet 
made in the North Central Texas fields. 

The heavy rains of the last week in the 
Eastland and Stephens county fields have filled 
all the reservoirs, which assures plentiful 
water supply for drilling operations until late 
in the summer, even though there should be 
no more rain. 

The Menzie well, southeast of Fort Stock- 
ton, in Pecos county, has a nice oil sand at 
2,300 feet. 

The Peoples’ Oil and Gas Company has 
started drilling at its test well on a block of 
15,000 acres under lease. The test is located 
in section 47, about eighteen miles west of 
Memphis, in Hall county. 

The Mellon Oil Company has arranged to 
drill a test well on a _ 10,000-acre block of 
leases eight miles from Killeen, in Bell coun- 
ty, and along the Lampasas River. 

New development is going on at a rapid 
pace in Comanche county, a number of new 
wells having been recently started. There are 
also a large number of new locations in vari- 
ous parts of the county, and scores of rigs are 
building. Knight & Co. are ready to start 
spudding on the Tuteville tract, a mile north- 
east of the town of Gustine. The Humble Oil 
and Refining Company’s No. 1 Goss tract 
shows some oil and considerable salt water, 
and a rig is now ready to start No. 2 on the 
same tract. 

The Lubbock-Bridgeport Oil Development 
Company started drilling at its test on the 
Rominger tract, in the western part of Wise 
county. The well will go down 3,500 feet, if 
required, to find a pay sand.

Operators also see a crowding of storage and 
transportation facilities, and the suggestion has 
been passed around that a crisis may result, 
even to the point of breaking the price of 
Burkburnett crude. 

In a few words, the situation is just this:— 
The present pipeline and tank car facilities are 
just about able to care for the present pro- 
duction, above ground storage is very small 
compared to the field’s output, and any big 
increase in production may be accompanied 
with some serious results. The Burk-Waggoner 
well, which is the discovery well of the new 
pool, is three and a half miles from the town 
of Burkburnett. That means three and a half 


miles of very likely territory, which may 
spread out an equal distance in other direc- 
tions. The probable territory could be cut 


down a half or three-fourths and still have a 
greater potential production than the present 
townsite field, which is scarcely more than 
one mile square in area. 


From the present angle it looks as if most 
of the territory between the town and the 
Burk-Waggoner extension is going to be proven 
by the Herndon wells of the Humble Oil and 
Refining Company, the Golden Cycle Oil Com- 
pany, the United Oil Company, and the Thrift 
Oil Company. These wells, too, have a much 
larger production than the townsite wells.

Whatever the outcome, Blue Ridge has 
recelved enough free advertising through 
the space it has occupied lately in the daily 
papers over this controversy to attract the 
attention of many who ordinarily never give 
an oil proposition a thought, and this new 
district ought to have a boom if there is 
any oil there at all. And that there is oil 
is the opinion of many, as indicated by the 
activity already shown by the larger com- 
panies in buying leases and making loca- 
tions for tests. Of course, its proximity to 
Houston is a factor, and its accessibility for 
shipping purposes. 

The well of the Gulf Production Company 
at Blue Ridge, known as Bassett Blakely 
No. 1, has ceased to flow, but the company 
has built a standard rig and it is pumping 
at the rate of 100 barrels a day clean pipe- 
line oil. The Texas Company is rigging up 
for a test on the Robinson 160 acres, one- 
fourth of a mile north of the Gulf well, and 
has also made a location to the southeast 
for No. 1 Poinevent. There are a number 
of other tests that would be under way by 
now were it not for the litigation over titles 
and ownership of leases, a number of cases 
having been filed besides the case involving 
the Bassett Blakely.

$100,000. . Phe. Vigalia Oil Company started 
two suits about eighteen months ago in the 
Superior Cotivf against the Union Oil Com- 
pany, which v va lessee of the Visalia con- 
cern. The pur had the effect of doing 
away with these ae actions. 

Of progress in field, the Del Rey is 
being beset by a troublesome water situa- 
tion in Kern River field, Frequent attempts 


to shut off the water have been of no avail, 
and it has been difficult to locate the seat 
of trouble. The water infiltration has con- 
siderably cut the monthly output of the 
company. 


The Premier, southeast quarter section 24-20- 
14, at Coalinga, has its No. 19 about com- 
pleted and has started work on its No. 27. 
Both wells are in the center of the property, 
the first drilling which has been done except on 
the lines. The Premier is a member of the 
Agency, but has not renewed its contract, so 
that it will become entirely independent the 
last of the year. At least six new wells are 
to be drilled this year. 


_ The Mascot is going to redrill and deepen 
its No. 31, its first activity in several months 
except for pumping and shipping oil. The 
property, section 26-32-23, is now drilling up 
to the limit, and there will be no further new 
development. 

The Fuel Oil Department of the S. P. is at 
present maintaining a redrilling campaign in 
the Midway-Sunset field. Good success has 
attended its efforts in this line, and new work 
is being held up to 6ome extent until some 
decision can be reached in its suit with the 
government on title to its lands. 


Not Much New Work, Coast Section. 


In the Santa Maria-Lompoc fields little new 
work is being done with the exception of three 
or four large companies. The Commonwealth 
Petroleum Company, purchaser of the Western 
Union, in moving five rotary rigs to its newly 
acquired property, threatens more work than 
has been seen there for some time. The Union 
and Rice Ranch are. active in the Santa Maria 
field, while the Pan-American at Lompoc keeps 
moving at a good clip. 

The Rice Ranch Oil Company is producing 
an average of 6,000 barrels a month from 
property in the Santa Maria field, from which 
the dividend of 1 per cent. a month is being

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well 4 drilling in brown, sandy shale, and as 
yet has not shown a sign of oil. The well is 
close to the Standard’s Kramer No. 1, where 
oil was found at 2,300 feet. 


New Work Continues at Low Rate. 


During the past week there were but seven 
new wells started throughout the California 
fields, as compared to six the previous week. 
When it is considered that to May 1 there was 
an average of thirteen wells started weekly 
since the first of the year, such a low figure 
as has been maintained for the past two weeks 
is very noticeable. The total number started 
since the first of the year is 189, which 
is far below the mark made last year at this 
same time. The production is apparently held 
up by successful redrilling jobs and exception- 
ally large new wells. 

Redrilling in many fields has proven very 
successful, especially in the old Kern River 
fields. E. A. Clampitt, while the price for any 
kind of oil is high, has been redrilling many 
wells in this field. The old Potomac, on the 
east half of section 29-28-28, was producing 
about 800 barrels a month before attention was 
given to systematically redrilling it. It now 
yields 2,000 barrels. Section 4-29-28 has in- 
creased in production from 1,000 to 3,000 bar- 
rels a day. This is the Denver and Michigan 
properties which still have room for further 
development, and one new well, No. 19, is now 
under construction. The territory here is shal- 
low. The Kern River Drillers, section 36-28-27, 
another property of Clampitt, through re- 
drilling, has increased production to 1,000 bar- 
rels daily from four wells. 

Three notable new wells were started during 
the past week. On section 28-1-14, in the Salt 
Lake field, J. C. Pollock has started his first 
well. This is the first development work that 
has been launched in this field in several 
years. It is commonly known to be played out. 
The oil is of very low gravity and comes from 
comparatively shallow depths. Two wells were 
started in Devil’s Den by two separate com- 
panies. The first is by Lucy, Stewart, Gordon 
and Stabler, on section 25-25-18, and the sec- 
ond by C. T. Dougherty and D. Lindemann, on 
section 19-25-19. Both these wells are the first 
attempts by these two interests. 

In the Coyote Hills, near Fullerton, the 
Standard has started work on two new wells, 
one on section 20-3-10 and one on 17-3-10. As 
long as new work is started in this vicinity 
it can be expected that the production will 
be held up in the south to a large extent, for 
the property is excellent and large wells are a 
byeword. 

‘As shown by the statistical record for last 
week, redrilling took a big jump when thirty- 
one wells were reported to be deepened or re- 
drilled, as compared to twenty-three the pre- 
vious week. Work of this nature is most pop- 
ular in the San Joaquin Valley section, where 
old wells are rejuvenated to an increased pro- 
duction. The Midway-Sunset field reported 
thirteen wells to be worked on in this manner. 
The Standard alone is to redrill nine. The 
Pan-American is redrilling three at Casmalia.

CANADA CRUDE PRODUCTION IN 1918 GAIN 
OF 42 PER CENT. OVER THE YEAR 1917 


Chatham, Ont., May 13, 1919. 


its official review of the Canadian mineral 
sahaiie for 1918 the Department of Mines 
chronicles a further increase in Canadian crude 
petroleum production, due to the development 
in the Mosa field. The production in 1918 was 
not only 90,909 barrels, or 42 per cent., in 
excess of that of 1917, but was the largest 
production reached since 1910. The figures of 
the Mines Department are based on the pay- 
ments under the petroleum bounty act, which 
provides a bounty of 1c. per gallon on the 
marketed production of crude oil from Cana- 
dian fields. 

According to the bounty record the Ontario 
production for 1918 was 288,692 barrels, worth, 
at an average price of $2.70% a barrel, a total 
of $780,912. The New Brunswick production 
was 3,009 barrels, worth about $7,402, aver- 
aging $2.46 a barrel. For five years there has 
been a small but growing production in South- 
ern Alberta, the greater part of which, how- 
ever, does not earn the bounty, owing to its 


lightness or low specific gravity. The ap- 
proximate Calgary production in 1918 was 
13,040 barrels, valued at $78,240. This gives 


a total production for all Canada of 304,741 
barrels, valued at $866,554, as against 213,832 
barrels, valued at $542,239, in 1917. The 1917 
production included 202,991 barrels from On- 
tario, 2,341 barrels from New Brunswick and 
8,500 barrels from Alberta.

show increases, the general trend is toward 
a decrease in the imports of refined products, 
indicating that the Canadian refineries are 
more and more meeting the Canadian demand. 
The Canadian production of natural gas 
was smaller in 1918 than in 1917. In 1918 it 
amounted to 20,140,315 million cubic feet, 
valued at $4,370,622. In 1917 it was 27,408,- 
940 million cubic feet, valued at $5,045,298. 


Calgary Fields. 


Inland revenue department figures show that 
the output of the Calgary refineries for March 
were 984 barrels of gasoline and 195 barrels 
of kerosene, compared with 910 barrels of 
gasoline and 198 barrels of kerosene in March, 
1918. Refinery capacity is being somewhat 
increased this spring, and it is probable that 
the total for the year will show a further 
increase over 1918. Heretofore, the Calgary 
plants have merely extracted the gasoline 
and kerosene, but this spring the Southern 
Alberta Refineries, Ltd., which has operated 
with good success on a small scale, is ex- 
tending its plant to handle lubricating oils 
and wax. 

The Calgary Petroleum Products, Ltd., has 
given its gasoline absorption plant several 
trial runs. Some adjustments have still to 
be made before the plant can run _ contin- 
uously. This is the first plant of the kind 
ever constructed in Western Canada, and con- 
ditions in the Calgary field differ considerably 
from those in other fields where such plants 
are operating. The experimental runs have 
demonstrated that the general lines of the 
plant are satisfactory, that the gas is suffi- 
ciently rich in gasoline for absorption treat- 
ment, and that the neutral oils manufactured 
in the Calgary plants can be utilized in the 
absorption process. It may, however, be 
necessary to provide facilities for deodorizing 
the gasoline, and considerable storage facili- 
tise will also have to be provided before 
the plant can run continuously. The tests in- 
dicate a yield of considerably better than 
half a gallon-of gasoline per 1,000 cubic feet 
of gas, and the gas flow available is perhaps 
better than 3,000,000 cubic feet per day and 
may amount to 4,000,000 cubic feet. 

There is some new drilling in prospect, 
chiefly undertaken by companies which al- 
ready have secured some production. The 
Caigary Petroleum Products are moving the 
rig from Dingman No. 2, section 6-20-2-5, 
across Sheep Creek to a point 800 feet east 
of Dingman No. 1, where No. 8 will be 
drilled. No. 2 got a gas production of about 
1,500,000 cubic feet a day after drilling to 
3,170 feet, but drilling troubles prevented the 
company going any deeper. The Southern 
Alberta Oil Company, with two producing 
wells, expects to star No. 3 this spring on 
probably the same location, section 18-20- 
2-5. The Canada Southern Oil and Refining 
Company, section 1-20-3-5, with about six 
barrels a day from No. 1, are making plans 
to drill a second well. 

In addition to these new tests, several 
ventures that have been shut down for the 
winter or considerably longer, have resumed 
work, or are getting reday to start. The Illi- 
nois-Alberta Oil Company, section 12-20-3-5, 
shut down for over a year, recently resumed 
drilling at 2,200 feet, and has struck a fair 
show of gas, but is drilling deeper for oil. 
Mount Stephen Oil and Gas Company’s No. 3, 
section 7-20-2-5, is cleaning out and straight- 
ening the hole before resuming drilling. Al- 
berta Pacific Consolidated No. 1, section 20- 
19-2-5, shut down for several years at 3,160 
feet, is bringing in casing and will resume 
right away. 

Among the drilling ventures, Alberta South- 
ern No. 2, section 13-20-3-5, is making slow 
headway. Mid-West No. 1, section 31-19-2-5, 
is working double tower, but hasn’t finished 
cleaning out the hole. This test at 3,535 feet 
looks like a fair producer. Record Oil Com- 
pany, section 4-19-2-5, is shut down again. 
This test has been drilled to something like 
4,300 feet, the deepest hole in the field, and 
probably the deepest in Canada, and has 
gone through two sands with slight showings 
of oil. The drillers claim that forty or fifty 
feet more will finish the hole. 

Alberta Petroleum Consolidated No. 2, sec- 
tion 1-20-3-5, which started last November at 
25 barrels a day, is reported to show an in- 
creased production, averaging nearly 30 bar- 
rels a day after six months’ pumping. 

To the northeast the Imperial Oil Com- 
pany is getting ready for a test on its new 
holdings near Czar, Alberta. In the south- 
western part of the province the Original 
Discovery Oil Company is doing some work on 
the old Lineham well at Pincher Creek. This 
well looks like a 10-barrel pumper. 


Southeastern Alberta. 


In Southeastern Alberta and the far south 
the Canadian Western Natural Gas Com- 
pany, of Calgary, is drilling tests for gas in 
two fields. Apparently no work is_ being 
done in the Bow Island field yet, but is 
testing other areas for gas. The limits of 
the Bow Island field, where the company 
obtains its supply for Calgary and Leth- 
bridge, have been pretty well defined, the 
field covering about five square miles. A 
new test is being drilled south of the Bow 
Island field, sixteen miles south of Burdett 
Station. This test is down 1,780 feet and 
making rapid headway, and _ will likely 
reach the sand around 2,000 feet early in 
June. The location is midway between the 
Bow Island field and the big gasser drilled 
some three or four years ago by United Oils, 
Ltd., near Foremost, which had a reputed 
flow of 12,000,000 cubic feet a day before 
the drillers broke into a stratum of water. 
If the Burdett test proves a good producer, 
it is intended to drill two or three more 
wells in the same field this summer. Pr>- 
duction from this field would be carried in 
a pipeline north to the end of the present 
16-inch gas main from Calgary, which ter- 
minated in the Bow Island field. 


In Barnwell Field. 


Another area being tested by the Cana- 
dian Western Natural Gas Company is the 
Chin Coulee of Barnwell field, 42 miles 
nearer Calgary than the Bow Island field. 
No. 2 well in this field is now drilling around 
200 feet. No. 3 is rigged up, practically 
ready to start. The rig for No. 4 is being 
moved in from the Bow Island fleld and it 
will be drilling in June. The company in- 
tends to keep four outfits at work till win- 
ter sets in, and will keep on drilling after- 


ward if there is a fairly open winter. No. 
1 well, finished last fall, had a production 
of 2,500,000 cubic feet a day or better. The 


main trunk line between Bow Island and 
Calgary practically runs through this field, 
so that little new line is required to link 
up the wells with the main system. If the 
well now drilling south of Burdett proves 
dry, the outfit there will also be put to work 
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in the Chin Coulee field. The latter is 
about 80 miles east of Lethbridge. It is 
stated that the company is spending $350,- 
000 this year on development. 


Northern Alberta Operations. 


In addition to the test undertake in the 
Southern Alberta flelds near Czar, north- 
east of Calgary, the Imperial Oil Company 
is taking on some big jobs in the northern 
part of the province, where the outlook for 
oil is regarded as more encouraging. In 
discussing this work, A. M. McQueen, vice- 
president of the company, who has charge 
of the production department, states:— 

“It is safe to say that more intelligent 
exploration work will be carried on this sea- 
son than has been done for the last num- 
ber of years. There will be eight geological 
parties working in various parts of Alberta 
and further north. Two drilling rigs will 
be transported as far as Great Slave Lake, 
and one of them will be carried on down 
the Mackenzie River. The formation in 
these areas is looked upon as promising 
from a geological standpoint, but the trans- 
portation difficulties that have to be faced 
in getting equipment into that country are 
great. The drilling rigs will be taken north 
on scows, and two portages, at Vermilion 
Chutes on Peace River and at Fort Smith 
on Slave River, are necessary to reach Great 
Slave Lake.” 

The Imperial Oil program for 1919 in- 
volves the expenditure of $500,000 or better 
in development work and exploration. A 
great deal of preliminary work has already 
been done in these fields, much of it being 
undertaken by the Imperial Oil Company. 
Dr. T. O. Bosworth, who went through the 
north country with a geological expidition 
some three or four years ago, is in general 
charge of the exploration work for the 
company, with headquarters at Edmonton. 

The Imperial Oil Company tests include 
one on the Mackenzie River, fully 1,000 
miles further north than a drill has ever 
gone in Canada. Another test will be start- 
ed near Great Slave Lake, and three more 
in the Peace River field and two other sec- 
tions of Northern Alberta. 


Great Slave Lake. 


There are good prospects for oil both in 
the Mackenzie Basin and at Great Slave 
Lake, but heretofore development work has 
been held back by transportation difficulties. 
The A. & G. W. railroad has recently been 
extended from Edmonton practically as far 
as Fort McMurray on the Athabaska. Great 
Slave Lake is 1,400 miles northwest of Mc- 
Murray, and the Mackenzie area to be 
tested is still closer to the Arctic, which is 
900 miles beyond Great Slave Lake. The 
country is one of immense distances, and 
under existing conditions will take decades 
to adequately test for oil. This year’s work 
should, however, go a considerable distance 
toward proving or disproving the possibili- 
ties of Canada’s greatest potential oilfields. 
Should oil be discovered in quantity there 
is still the difficulty of marketing the pro- 
duction, but it is understood that the Im- 
perial Oil Company is prepared to build a 
pipeline to provide the necessary outlet. 
The territory thus being tested represents 
largely the area asked for in the proposed 
Shell Transport and Trading Company con- 
cession, regarding which no action has 
been taken by the Dominion government. 

In the Peace River field the Albersas Oil 
Company is moving a rig to the S. L. Smith 
property, opposite the Three Creeks Oil 
Company’s test on section 12-85-21-5. It is 
reported that the Victory Oil Company test 
on the west bank of the Peace, opposite the 
town, is getting ready to resume, having 
been shut down all winter at 350 ft. Slight 
gas indications were encountered in the 
upper formations. Summit Oils, Limited, 
of Edmonton, is planning to drill in the 
Fort St. John district, in an area heretofore 
untested. 

In Saskatchewan the Great West National 
Gas Corporation, which recently secured a 
natural gas franchise for Moose Jaw, is 
applying for a franchise to supply gas to 
Regina from a field to be developed in 
western Saskatchewan. 


Kent County, Ontario. 


What looks like another good producer 
is apparently being developed in Dover 
township, Kent county, Ont., where No. 14 
well of the Union Natural Gas Company 
last week struck a fair show of gas in the 
top of the Trenton limestone. The well 
got the Trenton at 2,828 feet, and after 
about 100 feet of drilling in the Trenton got 
a gas flow of about 500,000 cubic feet a day, 
which at 2,950 feet was reported to have in- 
creased to 2,000,000 cubic feet a day. This 
showing is very similar to that in No. 1 well, 
where a big gas flow was struck at 3,186 
feet, the well after six months turning into 
an oil well. No. 14 is the first well east of 
No. 1 to secure production. No. 12, a short 
distance south, struck the Trenton at 2,903 
feet, but has been shut down for fishing for 
several months. Both these wells are east 
of No. 1. The oil wells secured immedi- 
ately west of No. 1 were much deeper, the 
oil formation being encountered about 3,200 
feet down, after securing a little gas. No. 
14 is the first indication of a possible ex- 
tension of the field eastward as well as 
westward. 

The Southern Ontario Gas Company has 
located a deep test in Harwich township, 
on the Cundle farm, between Communica- 
tion Road and Fargo. Thia is somewhat 
east of the deep tests drilled last year in 
Raleigh. Harwich has been unproductive 
of gas or oil, exc2pt a little oil in the shal- 
low formations near Northwood and Char- 
ing Cross. 

In Lambton county the Union Natural 
Gas Company has located a test for gas on 
the Mackie farm, lot 6, concession 25, Dawn 
township, just west of the McDermid gasser 
drilled at the time of tre Oil Springs boom 
in 1914. The McDermid test got abeut 
1,000,000 cubic feet a day of gas around the 
1,500-foot level, striking a formation similar 
to that in the Tilbury field and distinct 
from the Oil Springs deep gas sand. The 
latter formation at about 1,900 to 2,000 feet 
produced a couple of big gassers and some 
small wells, but was spotted, uncertain and 
not permanent. The McDermid well stood a 
heavy pull for a year or more, and the 
Union Natural Gas Company is apparently 
trying to develop a small field. 

At Aughrim, in Lambton, tests are being 
drilled on the Bert Brownlee and Eli Car- 
roll farms for shallow oil. 

Imperial Oil, Ltd., has bought a 3-acre 
site at Welland, and will erect a $40,000 
distributing plant, with facilities for un- 
loading direct from barges on the canal. 
Two 6,000-barrel tanks will be constructed.

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. MEXICAN OIL LEASES. 


Rates Paid by Companies in Tampico 


Region Claimed to Be Low. 


Monterey, Mexico, May 16, 1919. 


According to a statement just issued 
by the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce of the Mexican government, the 
annual lease prices paid by foreign oil 
companies for lease of petroleum rights 
to lands in the Tampico region are re- 
markably low. This fact is accounted for 
by the reason of the lands having been 
leased several years ago in most in- 
stances. At that time the oil productive- 
ness of much of the land was unknown. 
The statement says that 24 companies 
operating in the different oil fields own 
their own lands and therefore do not 
pay anything for leases, If the govern- 
ment is successful in its plan to nation- 
alize oil and place it in the same category 
as precious minerals, the private owner- 
ship of land and its oil rights will be 
done away with. 

The official report further says that 54 
companies pay an annual lease of less 
than 5 pesos, or $2.50 gold per hectare of 
acres. These companies occupy an 
area of 1,330,196 hectares, and pay a 
total annual lease of $1,178,641.08. That 
is to say, they control an area of 
3,325,490 acres, and pay therefor an an-

nual lease of $589,320.54 American 
money, or a little over 10% cents per 
acre. 


Twenty-two companies pay an annual 
lease of less than $10 per hectare and 
control an area of 55,336 hectares, 
equivalent to 138,340 acres, upon, which 
they pay a total of $332,509.68 per year, 
equal to $166,254.84 American money. 


One hundred and twenty-two com- 
panies pay annual leases of more than 
$10 per hectare and control an area of 
70,035 hectares, or 175,087 acres, on 


which they pay a total of $4,886,015.45 
per annum, equal to $2,443,457.72 in 
American money. 

The total area of oil territory occupied 
by all the companies is 1,625,948 hec- 
tares, or 4,064,870 acres, upon which a 
total annual lease is paid of $6,898,066.45 
Mexican gold, equal to $3,449,033.22 
American money. 

Several companies pay very high leases 
upon lands that are in production and 
are especially favorably situated. Thus, 
one pays an annual lease of $8,333.33, 
or $4,166.66 American gold per hectare. 
Another pays $3,675, or $1,837 Ameri- 
can money per hectare, and another 
pays $4,032, or $2,016 American gold. 
Many companies pay more than 1,000 to 
2,000 pesos per hectare, equal to $500 to 
$1,000 American money. 

The average lease, however, even with 
these large ones to bring up the total, is 
$3.93 Mexican money, or $1.961% Ameri- 
can money per hectare. However, out of 
the total oil acreage of 4,064,870 acres, a 
total of 3,325,490, as shown, pay an an- 
nual lease of but slightly over 10 cents 
per acre. The leases on the balance of 
639,380 acres are sufficient to bring the 
average up to about 80 cents per acre. 


OIL INSPECTION LAW 


Cutting Tax from 12 to 6 Cents Per 


Barrel Passed by Missouri 


Legislature. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 16, 1919. 


A bill revising the Missouri State oil 
inspection law, reducing the inspection 
tax on gasoline from 12 cents to 6 cents 
per barrel, was passed recently by the 
Missouri Legislature. The same bill im- 
poses a tax of*one-eighth of a cent per 
gallon on gasoline filling stations that 
sell more than 200 gallons a week. 

Other bills passed by the Missouri 
Legislature relating to the Reporter in- 
dustries is one repealing a statute on the 
housing of explosives, which was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the court; an- 
other, a committee substitute, conferring 
the “power of eminent domain” for con- 
struction of pipe lines upon oil, pipe line 
and natural gas companies; another pro- 
viding a penalty for misbranding food- 
stuffs, and a fifth requiring factory opera- 
tors to pay employes twice each month in 
cash. 


Empire Gas & Fuel Leases 210,370 
Acres in New Mexico—Total 


Holdings 4,432,608 Acres. 


Bankers and brokers inspecting the 
properties of the Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company have been informed that the 
company has leased 210,370 acres of land 
in New Mexico. From a small company 





the Empire has expanded until its total 
title and lease holdings in the United 
States and Mexico are now in excess of 
4,432,608 acres. Thirteen states are rep- 
resented in the total, which includes 825,- 
204 acres in Kansas, 1,091,078 acres in 
Oklahoma, 1,880,172 acres in Texas, 210,- 
379 acres in New Mexico, 14,160 acres 
in Wyoming, 6,610 acres in Montana, 80 
acres in Nebraska, 120 acres in Arkansas, 
266,715 acres in Colorado, 117 acres in 
California, 88,383 acres in Louisiana, 
21,540 acres in Alabama, 218 acres in 
Mississippi, and 46,832 acres in Old 
Mexico. 


OIL FOR GERMANY. 


1,100,000 Tons of Lubricants, Kero- 
sene and Gasoline to Be Shipped 
When Blockade Is Lifted. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 


The American oil industry is prepar- 
ing to supply Germany’s oil needs just 
as soon as the blockade is lifted. This 
assurance has been given by leaders in 
the industry who have been in conference 
in Washington this week. 


The oil interests have been much inter- 
ested in the cablegram from Bernard E. 
Baruch, the raw materials adviser at the 
Peace Conference, which told of Ger- 
many’s estimated requirements. This 
shows that the amount of lubricating oils 
required is about twice the normal con- 
sumption and the demand for other pe- 
troleum products is about equal to the 
normal consumption. 

This proves, Mark L. Requa and the 
other oil authorities say, just what the 
government experts have known for some 
time—that Germany was in desperate 
straits for lubricants when the armistice 
came, 

The estimated requirements are 500,- 
000 tons of lubricating oils; 3,000 tons 
of paraffine wax, and 600,000 tons of other 
petroleum products—which means gaso- 
line and kerosene. 

It is presumed that these oils will be 
moved as soon as the blockade is lifted 
and the American industry will be ready 
to do the business. 


Moore Oil Sale to Ohio Cities Gas 
Calls for $15,000,000 In- 


corporation. 


A deal was completed on April 30 with 
the Ohio Cities Gas Company, whereby 
that company purchased and paid cash 
for all the common and preferred stock 
of the Moore Oil Company, Cincinnati, 
Ohio. On May 15 a new company will 
be formed which will be known as the 
Moore Oil Refining Company. The new 
company will be incorporated for $15,- 
000,000. It will combine the various dis- 
tributing stations of the old Moore Oil 
Company and those of the Ohio Cities 
Gas Company in Cincinnati, Columbus, 
Springfield, Dayton, Huntington and other 
points. A refinery and grease factory 
will be built at Newark, Ohio, the 
ground for the refinery already being 
broken. The Ohio Cities people are 
making the highest grades of gasoline, 
coal oil, cylinder stocks and neutral oils 
that it is possible to produce, because 
they have the highest grade crude. 


There will be practically no change 
in the personnel of the management of 
the Moore Oil Refining Company, the 
business to be carried on by the old 
Moore Oil Company management. 

The Moore Oil Refining Company will 
also take in the Evans Oil Division of 
the Ohio Cities Gas Company. 





Motor Gasoline Properties, Testing, 
Etc., in Handbook Form. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 


Up to date information regarding the 
best methods of testing gasoline is given 
in a technical paper which is now on 
the press and which will soon be dis- 
tributed by the United States Bureau of 
Mines. In May, 1917, the bureau issued 
Technical Paper 166, “Motor Gasoline 
Properties, Laboratory Methods of Test- 
ing, Practical Specifications,” by E. W. 
Dean. This paper was prepared on ac- 
count of a general desire for information 
relative to the properties and methods of 
analyzing gasoline. Since the advent of 
the internal combustion engine and the 
automobile, the demand for gasoline has 
increased faster than the supply of crude 
petroleum and it has been necessary for 
refiners to change both their methods of 
operation and the quality of the product 
marketed for use as motor fuel. This 


.as Mr. 
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change in quality was at first thought by 
consumers to be deterioration and claims 
were frequently made that gasoline was 
either low grade or adulterated. In or- 
der to correct this erroneous impres- 
sion and to provide general information 
on this subject, the Bureau of Mines 
studied the problem in detail and pre- 
pared a paper discussing the methods 
of production and essential properties of 
gasoline, describing laboratory methods 
of analysis, and outlining the principles 
upon which gasoline specifications should 
be based. This revision (Technical Pa- 
per No. 214) also by Mr. Dean, presents 
information which is more up to date 
and more comprehensive than that in- 
cluded in the earlier publication. 





Pan-American Petroleum Promoter 


Summoned in Kansas Oil Case. 


Chicago, May 16, 1919. 


A. J. Bodkin, a moving picture im- 
presario of the city, and promoter of 
the Pan-American Petroleum Company, 
has been summoned to appear with his 
associates before Assistant Attorney- 
General Pruitt. The names coupled 
with Mr. Bodkin’s in the unsuccessful 
attempt to realize riches out of 160 
acres of alleged oil producing soil, in 
Montgomery County, Kansas, are those 
of C. P. Jaeger, Samuel Finney, and 
E. Reinbold, all suburban residents of 
Chicago. 

The disturbing of the scheme for 
boundless riches began to be revealed 
in a letter which came into the hands 
of Mr. Pruitt recently, The letter was 
written by Mr. Bodkin to a $500 in- 
vestor, John Doetsch, and contained the 
quaint announcement that Well No. 1, 
which had been producing three barrels 
of oil a day, had been turned into a 
water well, and “a great saving to the 
company _ effected.” Because of the 
aridity of the surrounding country, it 
was explained, water would be of much 
more value than potential gasoline. 

Certain provisions of the company’s 
contract also attracted the investiga- 
tion of Attorney Pruitt. It seems that 
Mr. Bodkin and his associates offered 
to organize a $150,000 corporation for 
the benefit of other investors, when 
three wells should be drilled. The con- 
tribution of the financiers was to have 
been their oil lease, that of their more 
humble copartners, the funds. But it 
appears, according to Mr. Pruitt, that the 
somewhat intricate wording of the docu- 
ment placed the copartners in the posi- 
tion of paying twice for the same thing. 

Just what was to become of the lease 
in those circumstances remains, so far 
Pruitt is concerned, in tempo- 
rary obscurity. As a matter of fact, the 
Pan-American company was incorporated 
in Delaware on Feb. 3, 1919, but evi- 
dently an error occurred, for the au- 
thorized capital was $300,000 instead of 
$150,000. 


Helium Gas Production in Ontario. 


Investigations made in the gas fields 
of Western Ontario during the war 
have shown that helium gas can be pro- 
duced at a cost of approximately 25 
cents per cubic foot from the Ontario 
gases. A large supply is also available 
from Western Canada. The investiga- 
tions were made by Professor McLen- 
nan of Toronto University, at the in- 
stance of the British government, and 
considerable preliminary work has been 
done toward the development of a helium 
industry, which may be put in actual 
operation some time this year. 


Foreign Oil Reserves Subject of Con- 
ferences at Washington. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 


Important conferences are being held 
by the sub-committee on raw materials 
of the Interdepartmental Economic Liai- 
son Committee considering the future of 
the oil industry. At a special conference 
on fuel oil on Tuesday, Mark L. Requa, 
who was fuel oil administrator during the 
war days, and W. E. Perdew, of the Pe- 
troleum Division of the Bureau of Mines 
who attended the inter-Allied maritime 
conferences in London, Paris and Rome, 
were present. 


The committee is considering the ne- 
cessity for the American industry to ac- 
quire foreign reserves as has been ad- 
vocated by the chief geologist of the Geo- 
logical Survey, but Mr. Requa, and by 
Chester Naramore, until recently chief 
of the Petroleum Division of the Bureau 
of Mines. A definite program for the fu- 
ture of the American oil industry is be- 
ing discussed at these conferences, which 
are of a most confidential and exclusive 
character.

Prices and Marketing Practices on 


Gasoline and Kerosene. 
Washington, May 16, 1919. 

The Oil Division of the United States 
Fuel Administration, which has ceased to 
function, is going to publish soon for the 
benefit of the industry a booklet on prices 
and marketing practices, covering the 
distribution of gasoline and kerosene 
throughout the United States. This was 
compiled by Aubrey G. Maguire, formerly 
a member of the National Petroleum 
War Service Committee, who was direc- 
tor of the bureau of prices and licenses 
for the Oil Division of the Fuel Admin- 
istration. Mark L. Requa is now giving 
a final reading to this booklet before it is 
printed for distribution. Mr. Requa be- 
lieves that this paper will be of great 
importance to the oil industry. 


Fred W. Lehman, Jr., New Secretary 
and General Counsel of Western 


Refiners’ Association. 


Chicago, May 16, 1919. 

Formal announcement of the appoint- 
ment of Fred W. Lehman, Jr., of Des 
Moines, Iowa, as secretary and general 
counsel of the Western Petroleum Re- 
finers’ Association, succeeding R. L. 
Welch, recently named as secretary and 
general counsel of the Petroleum Insti- 
tute, was sent out to the members of the 
American Petroleum League by Secre- 
tary Reynolds today. 

Mr. Lehman, who is the son of Fred 
W. Lehman, of St. Louis, formerly so- 
licitor general of the United States, and 
who is a graduate of Harvard. a re- 
turned captain of artillery, is well known 
in Chicago oil circles as an attorney of 
exceptional ability. His friends here 
were pleased with the news of his ap- 
pointment. 





Eastern Kentucky oil interests 
through the Kentucky Oil Men’s Asso- 
ciation are planning to make a stub- 
born fight against the tax collectors, 
who are endeavoring to show that the 
tax of 1% per cent. on a barrel of oil 
is a license tax, and does not affect the 
property tax. 


The Associated Oil Company has 
purchased for $300,000 the Alma Oil 
Company, owning 160 acres in Kern 
River field, California. The Alma is 
not an operating company, its property 
being under lease to four companies, 
from whom it receives as royalties 
about 4,000 barrels a month. 


The Equitable Trust Company has 
issued a notice that it would receive 
tenders for Union Oil Company of 
California, first lien, 20-year, 6 per 
cent. sinking fund bonds, up to noon 
May 16, in sufficient amount to absorb 
$734,000 for the sinking fund. The 
right is reserved to reject any or all 
tenders. 


The American Oil Corporation, Jack- 
son, Mich., of which A. J. Callaghan is 
general manager, has closed a contract 
for the erection of an addition to its 
grease plant 74x120 feet, of brick, steel 
and concrete with a trussed roof, and 
also a new power plant, 40x40 feet. 
This addition means an expenditure of 
approximately $590,000. 


Stockholders of record as of May 15 
will be given the right to subscribe to 
new stock of the Maryland Refining 
Company to the extent of 50 per cent. 
of their holdings at $5 a share. The 
rights to subscribe expire May 31. The 
company will also declare a 25 per 
cent. stock dividend payable to stock 
of record June 30. 


The Standard Oil Company of Kan- 
sas has declared the regular quarterly 
dividend of $3 a share and the usual 
extra dividend of $3 a share, payable 
June 15 to stock of record May 31. 
At the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders the retiring directors were re- 
elected. The directors later organized 
by re-electing the former officers. 


The merger of the Sinclair Oil Re- 
fining Corporation and the Sinclair 
Gulf Corporation is taking definite 
form. A new corporation to be known 
as the Sholan Company, Inc., or pos- 
sibly some other appropriate name, will 
be organized for the purpose of taking 
over these two corporations. It is 
pointed out that with the consolidation 
of these two properties advantages for 
each would be gained. 


The April grand jury in Louisville 
returned some interesting recommen- 
dations, one calling for abolishment of 
all state, county and city oil inspec- 
tors’ offices, claiming that it was merely 
a political plum and unnecessary. The 
old laws were created in the days when 
gasoline was worth less than kerosene, 
and when the refiner was likely to 
shoot too much high volatile material 
into kerosene, resulting in explosions. 


The Studebaker Oil and Refining 
Company, of South Bend, Indiana, has 
just acquired a considerable property 
in Chicago for the establishment of a 
distributing station for its products. 
The purchase involved a large corner 
tract on Madison and Leavitt streets, 
improved with a flat building and a 
three-story store, and was’ bought 
from Benjamin Ames, of Roswell, N. 
M., at the reported price of $65,000. 


The Caddo Central Oil Refining Cor- 
poration’s 150,008 shares of stock of the 
par value of $100 each have been listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange. The 
company was financed by Pritchett & 
Co. and is engaged in the production 
and refining of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts and the purchase, leasing and 
acquirement of lands or the oil, gas or 
mineral rights in lands for the purpose 
of producing oil and gas. It has large 
acreage in the Coastal fields. 


With recent improvements made by 
the Cumberland Pipe Line Company in 
Eastern Kentucky, the company figures 
to be able to handle 20,000 barrels of 
oil daily to the Eureka Pipe Line Con- 
nections in West Virginia. The latter 
company has been enlarging, and re- 
ports an increased capacity of 5,000 
barrels daily at its Poca station. The 
Cumberland has completed its new sta- 
tion, No. 20, on Hell Creek, in Lee, and 
has plans for a new line into Lawrence 
county. 


Interests affiliated with the California 
Petroleum Company are confident that 
during the coming session of Congress 
the oil land leasing bill will be passed. 
In that event, the California Petroleum 
Company would receive approximately 
$1,000,000. .At the end of 1918, the Cali- 
fornia Petroleum Company had $1,326,- 
653 claimed by the United States re- 
ceiver. This money was obtained 
through the sale of oil obtained from 
property owned by the government, but 
operated by the California Petroleum 
Company. The property in question 
consists of 80 acres of proven oil lands 
in section 32-12-23. California Pe- 
troleum preferred stockholders will re- 
ceive accumulated dividends of 5 per 
cent. during the current year, according 
to present plans of the company.

Motor barge No. 1, designed for the 
coast trade, owned by the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company, was launched from 
the yard of the Clinton Ship Building 
Company last week. The vessel has a 
carrying capacity of 175,000 gallons of 
oil bulk. She is 140 feet long, 23% 
feet beam and 13% feet depth of hold, 
and propelling power is provided with 
gasoline. 


Judge Walter Evans, of the United 
States District Court, Louisville, has 
called a special grand jury for May 21, 
and news leaked out that this was in 
connection with a special investigation 
of oil companies operating in Ken- 
tucky, including both Kentucky and 
foreign companies, it being alleged that 
many oil companies are misusing the 
mails. It is claimed that the investi- 
gation is the result of information dug 
up by W. E. Greenaway, postoffice 
inspector. 


The capital stock of the Pittsburg- 
Texas Oil and Gas Company is now 
being offered. Subscription books will 
be closed May 20, after which applica- 
tion will be made to list the stock on 
the Philadelphia and Pittsburg stock 
exchanges as well as the New York 
Curb. It is reported that the com- 
pany’s properties include over 100,000 
acres in Texas, practically all of which 
is located on the Pennsylvania forma- 
tion which runs through the Ranger 
and Burkburnett oil fields. 


A million and a half dollar oil com- 
pany has recently been chartered at 
Austin, under the name of the Deep 
Blue Ridge Oil Company of Houston. 
Its incorporators are all Houston men 
and associated with the E. F. Simms 
& Co.’s oil company. Incorporators: 
C. H. Lane, T. T. Pendleton and W. C. 
Hardcastle. Especial attention will be 
paid to the possibilities of the Blue 
Ridge district, but other leases in 
south Texas will be developed. 


Directors of the Union Tank Line 
Company have called a special meeting 
of the stockholders for June 4 to 
authorize an increase in the capital 
stock from $12,000,000 to $25,000,000, 
and also a change in the name of the 
company from the Union Tank Line 
Company to the Union Tank Car Com- 
pany. Directors have declared a quar- 
terly dividend of $1.50 a share, payable 
June 25 to stock of record June 6. 
Previously the company declared a 
semi-annual dividend of $2.50. The last 
one was paid on March 25, 


Another step in the progress of the 
Johnson Oil Refining Company, Chi- 
cago Heights, Ill., will be made with 
the moving of their tank car depart- 
ment to Chicago this month. Starting 
out in a small way, a few years ago, 
this company has attained a prominent 
position in the trade, which their latest 
move will no doubt strengthen still 
further. The move is made to facili- 
tate the handling of tank car orders 
and the shipping and return of the 
Johnson tank cars, and will be of in- 
terest to oil buyers. 


The stockhoideis of the Sinclair Oil 
and Refining Corporation have voted at 
a special meeting to amend the cer- 
tificate of incorporation so as to permit 
an increase of the board of directors 
from 21 to 31 members. The old board 
of 21 members was re-elected with the 
exception of Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., 
who was succeeded by R. L. Mont- 
gomery. The ten new places on the 
board were not filled. At the same 
time the action of the stockholders’ 
meeting on April 16, when the board 
was increased from 21 to 31 members 
and 31 directors were elected, was 
rescinded. This was necessary because 
of certain legal technicalities which 
were not met at the April meeting. 


“The outstanding feature of the 
big export convention of the National 
Foreign Trade Council recently held 
in Chicago, was the quiet determina- 
tion with which every one of the 2,000 
delegates went about absorbing facts, 
figures, data, information, etc., so that 
they will be better able to efficiently 
promote American-made goods in the 
world’s foreign markets,” says G. A. 
Kissel, president of the Kissel Motor 
Car Company. “The important part 
America helped play that made possi- 
ble the present Peace Conference in 
France literally turned the United 
States into a huge manufacturing and 
producing community. New markets 
must be found for this increased pro- 
duction.” 


The New York Lubricating Oil Com- 
pany, already established in San 
Francisco, is to lease property in 
Seattle for the erection of tanks to 
hold 200,000 gallons of oil, a perma- 
nent plant and railway terminal facili- 
ties, and it is very probable that a

PETROLEUM DISCOVERY. 


Fields on Pacific Coast of Mexico 
May Yet Rival Tampico or 


Tuxpam. 

Washington, May 16, 1919. 
Discovery of oil fields in Western 
Mexico is reported by Vice Consul Joseph 
W. Rowe in Mexico City, who has for- 
warded a translation of an article ap- 

pearing in El Universal, as follows :— 
Recent investigations which have been 


made on the Pacific coast reveal the ex- 
istence of rich deposits of petroleum. 
These discoveries are of great impor- 
tance, because they will ultimately serve 
to intensify maritime traffic and seem to 
presage for some of the western ports of 
Mexico a future as promising as that of 
Tampico or Tuxpam. 


The Federal Government, through the 
Department of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor, has just conceded to Engineer 
Santaella, authority to explore and ex- 
ploit an island which is defined as being 
located in front of the port of Altata, in 
the state of Sinaloa, and which is prob- 
ably the island of Altamuro. In 1917, 
when the President made his tour of the 
western part of the republic, the present 
concessionaire conferred with him in 
Guadalajara and on that occasion ex- 
pressed the belief that the Pacific coast 
of Mexico was rich in petroliferous de- 
posits. As a consequence, he was au- 
thorized later to make a thorough in- 
vestigation. In his recent explorations 
Mr. Santaella discovered that the afore- 
mentioned island is extraordinarily rich 
in asphalt and oil deposits. The vege- 
tation has almost entirely ‘lisappeared 
and there are innumerable pools of oil 
on the surface of the ground. Having 
reported the result of his investigation to 
the President, Mr. Santaella has been iu- 
thorized to take steps for the exploita- 
tion of the oil deposits on the island. 


Homer Crude Price Posted at $2.15 
Per Barrel. 


The pipeline department. of the 
Standard Oil Company of Louisiana has 
posted Homer crude oil, 38 gravity and 
above, at $2.15 per barrel. This oil is 
from the new field located in Claiborne 
Parish, Louisiana. 


PETROLEUM TRADE ITEMS. 


Four floors in the newly constructed 
twelve-story office building at 1211- 
1215 Chestnut street, Philadelphia, 
have been taken over by the Atlantic 
Refining Company for a term of years 
at a rental aggregating nearly $1,000,- 
000. The new quarters will be used as 
local executive offices of the company 
and will occupy i0,000 square feet. 


Controlling interest in the Standard 
Car Construction Company, whose 
plant is at Masury, Pa., was purchased 
by John Stevenson, Jr., Sharon, Pa., 
who has taken considerable capital 
stock in the company. One of the old- 
established private banking firms 
which is closely allied with the com- 
pany, that of Bioren & Co., Philadel- 
phia, has been purchased by Mr. 
Stevenson along with the holcings of 
other Philadelphia stockholders.

Overseas Briefs. 


The British Food Commissioner has 
fixed the maximum prices for copra, pea- 
nuts, palm kernels and resultant crude 
and refined oils per ton for quantities 
above one ton, according to a cablegram 
from Consul General Skinner in Lon- 
don :—Copra, £46; cottonseed, £19; 
ground nuts, £32; palm _ kernels, £26; 
crude oils—cocoanut oil, £70; cotton oil, 
£60; ground nut oil, £78; palm kernel oil, 
£52; fine refined deodorized oils—cocoa- 
nut oil, £82; cotton oil, home product, 
£75; ground nut oil, £90; palm kernel oil, 
£64; refined common edible oil—cotton 
oil, home produced, £71. (£=—$4.8665.) 

The output of chlorate of potash in 
Japan is reported to be abundant, while 
the output of matches is still dull. At 
present, it is stated, chlorate of potash 
the latter part of March sold at from 24 
yen to 25 yen. 


The zinc refining industry in Okayama, 
Japan, which witnessed a remarkable 
boom during the war, has greatly fallen 
off since hostilities ceased, according to 
advices received here. Some time ago 
one of the largest refineries closed and 
it is now reported a similar fate has 
befallen another. 

Customs censorship on _ consignees’ 
mail, ships’ papers, and all other written 
or printed matter to countries in North 
and South America and the West Indies 
have been lifted. 

To meet a deficit of $700,000 the legis- 
lative council at Kingston, Jamaica, has 
imposed a tax of 25 cents on each parcel 
unloaded there from steamers. Commer- 
cial travelers will also be subject to a

Parcel-Post Service to Denmark, the 
Netherlands, and Sweden. 


Parcel-post packages will be accepted 
for transmission to Denmark, the Neth- 
erlands, and Sweden, via New York, by 
any direct steamship available. Pack- 
ages will be accepted at the postage rate 
of 12 cents a pound or fraction of a 
pound, with a weight limit of 11 pounds, 
when accompanied with individual ex- 
port licenses issued by the War Trade 
Board. Packages destined for the Neth- 
erlands can not be registered.

POTASH WILL NOT BE SENT HERE FROM 
GERMANY IN EXCHANGE FOR FOODSTUFFS 


Hoover Announces Cancellation of All Outstanding Exchange Con- 


tracts—Protection of U. S. 


Industry to Be Put Up to 


Congress. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 
Two important happenings during the 
week have put heart into the American 
producers of potash: 


1. Through the War Trade Board 
word has been received by the group 
of United States Senators, who are 
championing the cause of the domes- 
tic producers and who had appealed 
to the American representation in 
Paris, that a cablegram from Her- 
bert Hoover announces the cancella- 
tion of all contracts for German pot- 
ash in exchange for foodstuffs. This 
action, it is explained, was taken 
with the welfare of the domestic in- 
dustry in mind. It is also pointed 
out that it is not in contradiction to 
the recent message from the Presi- 
dent, that Alsatian potash is still 
available in limited quantities, and 
that real relief of the American situ- 
ation must be had from Congress. 

2. The Western Senators who have 
banded together to protect the in- 
terests of their constituents who 
have invested in the production of 
potash to meet the war needs of the 
United States government, are deter- 
mined to act on the advice of the 
President and in order that the mat- 
ter may be properly presented to 
Congress have invited the represent- 
atives of the United States Potash 
Producers’ Association to testify at 
a hearing soon after Congress as- 
sembles. 


Will Safeguard Industry. 


This determination to safeguard a 
$50,000,000 industry that is threatened 
with destruction by the prospective 
dumping of German potash at ruinous 
prices has caused the producers’ asso- 
ciation to make a list of all the producers 
in this country. It has already been 
found that there are more than 200 in- 
dividuals or concerns producing this im- 
portant fertilizer ingredient. 


The producers have opened offices in 
Washington with Col. Myron M. Parker 
as local representative and Frederick W. 
Brown, until recently in charge of the 
fertilizer resources for the Bureau of 
Soils, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, is executive secretary and is now 
compiling data for presentation at the 
hearing which is to be arranged by Sena- 
tor Hitchcock of Nebraska and other Sen- 
ators interested in this matter. 


F. W. Brown’s Summary. 


In discussing the situation Mr. Brown 
has summarized the conditions regarding 


potash as follows: 

One thousand tons in 1915, 10,000 tons in 
1916, 32,000 tons in 1917, 57,000 tons in 1918, 
and a producing capacity of 100,000 tons in 
1919. Briefly, this is America’s answer to 
Germany's boast that she had a monopoly of 
potash production and meant to keep it. 
That she had such a monopoly up to 1914 is 
common knowledge. That she used her mo- 
nopoly shrewdly and unscrupulously to stifle 
competition by selling below cost wherever 
a possible competitor appeared is perhaps 
not so well known. Whether she shall regain 
her monopoly and keep it in years to come 
depends upon the opportunity given the 
American producers to reorganize their war- 
born business on a peace basis. 


The stoppage of German imports by the 
embargo the empire placed upon export in 
January, 1915, caught the United States with 
practically no potash production whatever. 
Calculated in terms of potassium oxide, K,O 
in chemistry, we were using about 250,000 
tons annually, and getting almost all of it 
from Germany. Ninety per cent. of the con- 
sumption went into fertilizers, and with the 
sudden stoppage of imports, the price of pot- 
ash jumped sharply to more than ten times 
the normal figure, and the American farmer 
was confronted with the dilemma of going 
without a material which in some sections 
and on some crops has already been proven 
a necessity, or of paying a burdensome price. 

Under the urging of governmental organiza- 
tions, notably the Department of Agriculture 
and the Department of the Interior, American 
capitalists turned to the production of potash 
in 1915, and by January, 1919, close to $50,- 
000,000 had been invested in plants for pro- 
ducing potash from American sources. The 
producing capacity of these plants is more 
than 100,000 tons a year of actual potash, 
and this production can rapidly be extended 
to meet any possible demand for potash in 
this country. 


$2.50 Today vs. $1 in 1913. 


The price of German potash in 1913 was 
about $1 a unit, or twenty pounds. The price 
of American potash at present, May, 1919, 
is about $2.50 a unit. Let us consider this 
matter of price for a moment. In the first 
place, the demand has been for potash. The 
farmers have clamored for it; the government 
has urged its production, and the producers 
have turned their whole attention to getting 
out a tonnage of potash in the quickest pos- 
sible time. ‘There were other valuable prod- 
ucts to be derived from the brines, the sea- 
weeds and the rocks which were being worked 
for potash, but while the war lasted it was 
potash that was needed, and the. by-product 
side of the industry had to wait. As a result 
the entire cost of production fell on potash, 
while by-products, which normally would 
bear their proportion of this cost, have been 
discarded or destroyed. 

In the second place the industry was born 
in war times and has been burdened with 
war costs in all directions. The plants have 
been built with materials costing double or 
triple the normal. Labor for construction 
and operation has been excessively high, 
fuel oil and coal have more than doubled 
in price and the costs of transportation of 
both materials to the plants and finished 
product from the plants have increased 


very materially. Add to these items the 
excess profits tax and the war profits tax 
and it becomes evident that while prices 
have been high, large profits have been 
very exceptional. The price, moreover, has 
been strictly in accord with the inexorable 
law of supply and demand. There has been 
no fixing or stabilizing of prices of potash 
by governmental agencies as in the case of 
sugar, cottonseed meal and coal. With an 
increasing supply from American sources 
the price has fallen steadily and with the 
stoppage of demand, with the signing of 
the armistice in November, 1918, the price 
of potash declined till many of the pro- 
ducers temporarily ciosed their plants. 


Strict German Monopoly. 


Contrast these conditions with those en- 
joyed by German producers before the war. 
The industry was a _ strict monopoly—a 
trust, if you like, in the most vicious sense 
of the term. The syndicate of producers 
was controlled by the imperial government, 
possibly with a view to benefiting German 
consumers of potash, but certainly without 
any regard whatever for the rights of for- 
eign consumers. The price at which export 
potash could be sold was fixed by govern- 
ment agents and no reduction of this price 
was tolerated. The amount of potash which 
might be exported was similarly fixed to 
insure that there should be no glutting of 
the market anywhere with a consequent fall 
in prices. Preferential rates on government 
owned canals and railways were granted 
and government subsidized vessels were re- 
quired to carry potash at ridiculously low 
freight rates. 


These things gave the potash syndicate 
power to undersell any competitor who ap- 
peared anywhere in the world and at the 
Same time, once competition had been 
stifled, to sell potash at prices which were 
exceedingly profitable. Skilfully worded 
and handsomely designed literature was 
spread broadcast by the imperial govern- 
ment agents to further the use of potash 
and vast sums were spent annually on this 
propaganda work. 


As a result of this shrewd and unscrupu- 
lous exploiting of a natural resource the 
war in 1914 found the world, outside the 
Central Empires, almost literally without 
any means of securing this necessary ar- 
ticle. India produced somes: potassium ni- 
trate, Canada and the United States some 
caustic potash from w20i ashes. Neither 
of these materials is used in agriculture, and 
as a result our farme:s faced a potash 
famine, which lasted until American potash 
began to come en the market. 


The question demanding immediate an- 
swer is whether or not we shall allow Ger- 
many to re-establish her potash monopoly 
by dumping on our market potash mined 
by British, French, Russian and American 
war prisoners working for nothing a day, 
and so destroying an American industry 
which was called into being at the urgent 
requests of our government. Let it be said 
frankly that American producers cannot 
live if they must sell potash now at the 
price prevailing in 1913. But let it further 
be stated that these same producers are 
confident that if they are given opportunity 
to reorganize their business on a peace basis, 
to develop the by-products known to be 
present in their raw materials, and are 
granted preferential freight rates to offset 
the German preferential rates, they will in 
two or three years’ time be able to meet 
competition from any source whatever. 


German Stocks Not Known. 


What stocks Germany has on hand for 
export are not definitely known. She has 
officially admitted the working of war pris- 
oners in the salt mines, and the stories of 
returned prisoners of conditions in these 
mines show German brutality at its worst. 
Here prisoners were forced to labor exces- 
sively long hours, on food insufficient in 
quantity and repulsive in quality, and bru- 
tally mistreated when, through physical 
weakness, they failed to produce their al- 
lotted quota. It is potash produced in this 
way that Americans will be asked to pur- 
chase in order to drive American producers 
out of business and re-establish the German 
monopoly. 


If unrestricted German imports are per- 
mitted and American producers forced to 
abandon their plants and accept their losses, 
what may we expect from the re-established 
German monopoly? With heavy indemnities 
to pay, Germany must turn to her natural 
resources to meet her enormous obligations. 
One of these resources is potash. It is fair 
to assume that once competition is wiped 
out she will charge for her potash all that 
the traffic will bear. Every extra dollar she 
gets for it will mean a dollar has to be 
taken in taxes from her own people. Every 
additional mark she can extort from the 
foreigner means a mark saved. It is not 
in human nature that she should not seize 
such an opportunity. Without American 
eek een ee _ may confidently ex-

may be held that the deposits in Al- 
sace now owned by France will furnish the 
necessary competition to force German 
prices to a reasonable figure. Eventually 
the Alsatian deposits may be able to do 
this, but not for some years, in all prob- 
ability. The Alsatian deposits have been 
worked only since 1910, and their develop- 
ment has been restricted to the utmost. As 
against some 200 mines in Germany proper, 
there are only 17 in Alsace, and the limited 
output from this source will no doubt be 


absorbed by French far 
ae mers for some years 


Cost to U. S. Consumers. 


When we calculate the actual cost to e 
American consumer of preserving this 7 
ican industry we find it ridiculously small. 
One of the most extensively used fertilizer 
formulas in this country is a 2—8—2 fertilizer. 
This means that in each ton there is 2 per cent. 
of nitrogen, 8 per cent. of phosphoric acid and 
2 per cent. of potash. Suppose for the sake 
of argument that German potash can again 
be sold here at $1 a unit and that American 
potash costs $2.50 a unit. Then the potash in 
the given formula if from Germany would cost 
$2 and if from American sources would cost 
$5. In buying a ton of this fertilizer the 
farmer would pay $3 to help establish an 
American industry instead of saving his $3 
and helping re-establish a German monopoly. 
On a 200-pound sack of fertilizer the difference 
would amount to 30 cents. Moreover, as shown 
above, this saving of $3 or of 30 cents, as the 
case might be, would be only temporary, for 
once the American producers were driven out 
of business the price of potash will be fixed

Phosphate Rock Miners in South

Washington, May 9, 1919. 
Reports to government officials show 
that approximately 2,500 men employed 
in the phosphate mines of Southern Flor 
ida are mixed up in the strike which has 
come just as the mines were reaching 
maximum production after a war-tim 
period of stagnation. 


Information from the mining districts 
was to the effect that everything was 
quiet and that miners were getting en- 
ployment in other places, indicating prep- 
arations for a long-Grawn strike. Strik- 
ers are demanding additional pay, a 
eight-hour day, and recognition of thelr 
union. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers and Firemen have taken a definite 
stand with the strikers and refuse t 
move any phosphate whatever.

Quicksilver Conditions Stronger—Ex- 


ports Are Heavier. 


Washington, May 9, 1919. 

The quicksilver market grew stronger 
during the latter part of April, with a 
slight rise in price. R. B. Hyder, special- 
ist in charge of this schedule for the U. 
S. Bureau of Mines, reports. He finds 
that Mexican metal was the lowest of- 
fered, 28,676 pounds from that country 
having been the only importations during 


the month of March. Exports during 
March were 84,321 pounds, as compared 
with 27,478 pounds during February. The 
largest lots were 3,600 pounds to Japan, 
34,500 pounds to Hong Kong, 9,150 pounds 
to Denmark, and 3,500 pounds to Sweden. 


Spain is the most important quicksilver 
producing country in the world, and will 
be able to maintain this position indefi- 
nitely by reason of its possession of the 
largest and richest deposits known, those 
of Almaden. The average mercury con- 
tent of the ore of that mine is 9 per cent., 
as compared with 0.5 per cent., the aver- 
age of the ore mined in the United States. 
Current domestic market prices are little 
above the domestic cost of production, 
while Almaden is able to produce at a 
cost of $16 per flask of 75 pounds. The 
output is contracted to the English 
Rothschilds at about $34 per flask. During 
1916, Almaden increased its production, 
and the number of quicksilver mines in 
Spain increased from 17 to 22. The pro- 
duction of ore from the mines of the prov- 
ince of Oviedo increased, while that from 
Granada decreased,

Glass Wanted by Venice to Replace 
That Destroyed by Bombs. 


The glass in thousands of houses in 
Venice and the Province of Veneti, as well 
as in the entire country north and east of 
the Piave, have been destroyed by aerial 
bombardments and military operations in 
the field. This is also true of the restored 
territory in the Trentino, the city of 
Trieste, and other places in that region. 
There is only one Italian concern capable 
of producing window glass on a large 
scale in Italy, the St. Gobain firm near 
Pisa. Its production, however, has been 
seriously cut down by the destruction of 
its property due to the overflow of the 
River Arno. 

Glass at the present time in Italy is 
extremely high priced and scarce. Im- 
port restrictions serve as a check on the 
business at the moment, but American 
firms should be prepared to take advan- 
tage of this trade and meet the accu- 
mulated demand for window glass when 
the trade embargoes are relaxed.

Legislation providing for the sale of 
intoxicants in drug stores on a physi- 
cian’s prescription after July 1 will be 
fought bitterly by Louisiana druggists if 
the issue arises, judging from the indi- 
cations at the meeting here yesterday of 
the Louisiana State Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation A decided stand on the ques- 
tion now being agitated in New York 
was urged by Arthur D. Parker, presi- 
dent of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association. 

“Let druggists serve notice on phy- 
sicians now that we won't let them 
make bootleggers out of the drug 
stores after July 1! Mr Parker said. 
“Laws enabling doctors to author- 
ize the sale of liquor by a druggist 
on prescription would do nothing 
more than turn drug stores into bar- 
rooms Let us call a spade a spade 

pharmacists have never had co-op- 
eration from the medical profession, 
which has attacked druggists unmer- 
cifully through the so-called ‘nos- 
trums’ which are prepared for the 

simple ailments that do not require a 

physician—and a physician's fee!" 

Mr. Parker urged more creative work 

upon all druggist organizations and 

a better observance of professional 

ethies 

Kdward H. Walsdorf, chairman of the 
Committee on Pharmaceutical Hducation 
and Propaganda, expressed a_ similar 
idea, declaring the day is at hand when 
“pharmacists must fight for professional 
freedom as our ancestors fought for re- 
ligious freedom.” 

Fred W. Ames, of New Orleans, cham- 
pioned early closing hours for druggists 
at the convention. Louis F. Mitchell, of 
the New Orleans Retail Drug Clerks’ As- 
sociation, gave the plan the support of 
his organization. 

Woman's future in pharmacy was the 
subject of an address by Mrs. Christian 
Schertz, associate editor of the Modern 
Druggist and president of the Woman's 
Pharmaceutical Association, who sup- 
ported the early closing plan.

Demand for such materials as acetan- 
jlid, morphine, codeine, glycerine, 
quicksilver, corn syrup, cream of tar- 
tar and quinine has been | materially 
larger, both as to number of orders re- 
ceived and to the quantities involved. 
Acetanilid and morphine are in par- 
ticularly strong demand at the mo- 
ment. The request centers largely in 
an export requirement which shows 
material signs of increasing. F Japan is 
a principal factor in this business, and 
it was a generally accepted opinion 
that a continuance of present volume 
will bring revisions in acetanilid. Were 
there not so much depression in the 
opium market, it is likely that the out- 
going of morphine hydrochloride would 
tempt manufacturers into an advance 
in price. With some 200,000 pounds of 
gum here, however, it is rather difficult 
to see reason for any but a downward 
revision in the derivative group. 
Acetanilid was reviewed from another 
standpoint entirely, and it is likely that 
within a short period of time an im- 
provement in sellers’ favor will even- 
tuate. 

The decline in citrates followed a co- 
incident revision in manufacturers’ 
quotations on citric acid. Competition 
for business during the past week 
sharpened materially as manufacturers 
found themselves in a materially im- 
proved position. Second hands were 
driven to cover to a considerable ex- 
tent, and, while they were inclined to 
meet the cut, demand is reported good 
enough with them so as to make pos- 
sible quotations approaching the man- 
ufacturers’ levels. 

Corn syrup was of major attraction 
throughout the week. Resellers with 
prompt goods at hand are command- 
ing prices as high as 50c. per pound 
above producers’ future quotations. 
Manufacturers admitted being from 
three to six weeks behind in deliveries, 
and are apparently not making for- 
ward contracts, as the price considera- 
tion on all orders of the moment is 
based on the market price ruling on 
day of shipment. 

Essential oils have been rather quiet 
during the period. The tendency in 
the market for the week was easier as 
to prices, but the movements were ef- 
fective of individual items and not of 
the list as a whole. Buying has been 
along conservative lines for consump- 
lon, and it was evident that consum- 
ers held off in expectation of revisions 
still further in their favor. However,

OPIUM. 


Apparently the spot market for gum 
opium is slightly stronger at the close 
of the period. Quotations on prompt 
delivery material, duty paid at New 
York, are higher at $10 per pound. De- 
mand is no greater for domestic con- 
sumption, but London inquiries have 
been prominent in the market, ana as 
holders of gum are able to secure ap- 
proximately $7.50 per pound for sup- 
phes sold to London, their ideas as to 
prompt delivery on spot have been 
strengthened. Several sources of sup-~ 
ply were approached during the week, 
and this situation was reflected in each. 
It was maintained that this price was 
the market bottom, and while it was 
thought possible that there might be 
holders willing to close at positions 
shading the above, the stronger under- 
current of affairs following buying by 
London was sufficient to make $10 per 
pound fairly sound as a duty paid 
proposition. Powdered opium closed a¢ 
$14 and granular at $16 per pound. 


MORPHINE. 


Manufacturers’ quotations on _ this 
material remained quotably unchanged 
at the close of the period. This 
despite the easy position of gum opium. 
Demand for hydrochloride of mor- 
phine holds strong on the spot, es- 
pecially in the export position for which 
there exists a steady demand which 
has reduced stocks to comparatively 
small proportions and brought into 
manufacture some of the recently ar- 
rived supplies of raw material. At the 
close of the trading period, the fol- 
lowing prices were in effect:—Acetate, 
hydrobromide, hydrochloride and _ sul- 
phaie, $10.80@11.80; diacetyl hydro- 
chloride, $13.95@14.20; diacetyl alka- 
loid, $15.50@15.79; ethyl hydrochloride, 
$16.05@16.25 per ounce. 


QUININE. 


Demand has been quiet but of fair 
proportions throughout the entire week. 
Manufacturers continued to quote 80c. 
per ounce while in second hands prices 
ranged between 85c. and 90c. per ounce. 
In so much as the American manufac- 
turers are behind in deliveries and are 
still said to be selling on a basis of 
proportionate distribution, second hand 
operators still stand in a commanding 
position when prompt delivery material 
is needed. Rumors are current to the 
effect that Brivish control of quinine is 
to be removed. As indicative of the 
improved state of the British supply, it

So far as the United States is 
concerned, demand for vanilla flavor- 
ing for both soft drinks and candy is 
expected to take an upward bound 
with the advent of prohibition. At the 
present time demand is sufficient to 
take up freely all available offerings. 
Sellers are apparently not particularry 
anxious to dispose of stocks and one 
or two cancellations of orders were 
decidedly welcomed by the sellers of 
the goods. Europe is going to be a 
good market for the supplies of Bour- 
bon material. Several large parcels 
have been reported sold to Austrian 
sources of consumption and through 
the medium of Swiss operators. 

Cables received during the week in- 
dicated that 28 francs 85 centimes to 
29 francs as the price at’which busi- 
ness was done recently at Marseifvtes. 
It is understood that one large factor 
in France recently refused a firm order 
at 30 francs. Several large arrivals 
were noted at the port of Marseilles, 
but as to how much will come to the 
United States it is impossible to star-. 

The outlook from Mexico remains on 
the basis of 180,000 pounds as an esti- 
mate of the entire crop of beans and 
cuts with a bare possibility of the total 
reaching 200,000 pounds. Recent tele- 
grams indicate the price of cuts to the 
Mexican dealers to be at $3.06 per 
pound. The quality of beans now 
growing is said to be good and this is 
interpreted as a bullish argument as 
concerns the yield of cuts to come. The 
outlook is bullish and some factors are 
predicting $6 per pound before the ar- 
rival of the new crop.

Thus it may be seen that there has 
been an’ increased shipments from 
Japan to the extent of 188,768 pounds 
on a basis of the total shipments. The 
receipts of the United States increased 
sharply during the month of January, 
the amount of 283,025 pounds repre- 
senting increase over the January 
shipments of 1918. While the increase 
was welcome and undoubtedly assisted 
in breaking the high prices which pre- 
vailed previous to that time, as well as 
during the period next following, the 
situation is strong for a rather steady 
maintenance of present conditions, 
and, indeed, it is quite likely that val- 
ues will increase somewhat before a 
further settling of the market comes 
out. It is simply a question as to de- 
mand from heaviest consumers being 
held in abeyance. 

THUS.—The material is in very light 
supply, and sellers refused to shade 
$20 per 280 pounds on the spot. Very 
little material is in sight, and this is 
being used as a basis for present 
prices. Consumers are apparently wary 
of taking on a long line of the gum at 
present prices, and for that reason 
trade has assumed a hand-to-mouth 
character. 

TRAGACANTH.—Firsts and seconds 
held firm at the advanced prices of the 
previous period. At $3.50 per pound 
for firsts and $3@3.25 per pound for 
seconds, demand is, of course, restrict- 
ed largely to actually needed material. 
Importers expect revisions, but the 
problem at the moment is to open old 
sources of direct contact at the pri- 
mary markets and secure transporta- 
tion of the supplies which are known 
to exist. The market is firm, and at 
the moment tends toward stronger un- 
dertone, 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


A fair volume of orders were in evi- 
dence during the period, but for the 
most part they consisted of rather 
small quantity transactions. Prices 
still tend toward revision where such 
may be effected on a legitimate basis. 

ALMOND.—The easier tendency on 
spot continued throughout the week, 
and at the close prices rested quietly 
at previous positions. Demand is of a 
jobbing variety at the moment, and 
this tends to hold business within con- 
servative limits. At the close, bitter 
oil was quoted at $9.25; bitter, S. P. A., 
$9.75; artificial, $1.20@1.50; sweet true, 
$1@1.10; peach kernel, 424%@45c. per 
pound. 

CASSIA.—Additional shipments have 
been received, and this has tended to- 
ward a revision in quotations on spot. 
Technical 75 to 80 per cent, is now 
quoted down to $2.15@2.25 per pound, 
and although lead free still stood at 

2.40 and redistilled at $2.75 per pound, 
it was thought that lower prices would 
prevail on both these varieties. The 
London quotations as recently received 
by mail were steady at 7s. 3d. per 
pound, 

CEDAR LEAF.—The material is held 
very firm in the country, and replace- 
ments are costing considerably more 
at the moment than spot quotations 
would seem to indicate. At the close 
of the trading period quotations were 
heard up to $1.50 per pound, and ship- 
ment prices of primary market distill- 
ers was $1.40 per pound. However, 
there was a firm quotation at $1.15 per 
pound from a reputable source on the 
spot, the same representing a spot quo- 
tation for the oil of leaf. 

CLOVE.—With the spice in contin- 
ued favorable position to distillers of 
the oil, sellers reduced their quotations 
on oil to a basis of $1.65 per pound in 
tins and $1.70 per pound in bottles. It 
is thought that the bottom of affairs is 
being reached. The price at London is 
8s. per pound. 

FENNEL.—Oil of sweet fennel seed 
is quoted at $3@3.25 per pound, which 
is a continuation of the somewhat 
lower tendency noted of late on the 
spot. Consumption is said to be lim- 
ited at the moment, and the turn in 
buyers’ favor is expected to stimulate 
request considerably. 

GINGER.—Generally the market is 
placed at $8 per pound. At one very 
reputable source, however, a quotation 
is maintained at $7 per pound for the 
oil. Oleoresin is also noted in the same 
direction at $3.25 per pound, and on 
spot the quotation ranges to $3.50 per 
pound, according to the seller.

JAPAN DRUG MARKET. 


Tokio, April 21, 1919. 


ATROPINE—Is stationary once more, having 
mounted high enough already. Atropine sul- 
phate is quoted at 13 yen per 3% grams. 

BELLADONNA ROOT—Extract has further 
declined, it being quoted by Tokio producers 
at 1.70 yen per pound. Demand for this goods 
is on the ebb, as its season has already passed 
away. 





CAFFEINE—Remains unchanged, having 
stopped declining, in sympathy with other 
drugs. Caffeine alkaloid is quoted at 12.50 yen 


per pound. 


CAMPHOR—Is quite short in the market. 
Particularly powder is In poor supply, and 
dealers are compelled to decline orders for cam- 
phor powder. in view of the ever-increasing 
demand and shortage in canes refiners are try- 
ing to increase their production of canes, and 
powder is neglected. Crude camphor oil is, 
however, rather well stocked, and its price re- 
mains stationary. Crude camphor oil is quoted 
at 31.50 yen per picul. Camphor powder is 
quoted at 4.20 yen per pound, but that is only 
nominal. Canes are offered at 4.30 yen per 
pound. 

CASTOR OIL—Has picked up a trifle since 
last Monday, in sympathy with other drugs. 
Refined qualities are offered at 34 yen per 
picul by Tokio holders. 

CITROUS ACID—Is on the upgrade, as buy- 
ers for the United States are covering their 
ever-increasing needs here along with domestic 
manufacturers of soft drinks. Tokio producers 
quote this goods at 2.10 yen per pound, which 
figure is an increase of .30 yen on the close of 
March. It is believed by druggisis here that 
there will be further advances in this goods 
until summer comes around again. 

COCAINE—Continues to advance, and it is 
believed that much higher levels may _ be 
reached soon. Its hydrochloride is quoted at 


.23 yen per ounce, which figure is an advance 


of 0.50 yen on last Monday. 


HEROIN—Remains unaltered. A lull marks 
its market. Its hydrochloride is quoted at 57 
yen per ounce by Tokio producers. 

INSECT POWDER—Is well maintained, but 
its price shows no degree of improvement yet. 
It is still quoted at 75 sen per pound. A group 
of business men in Osaka and Wakayama pre- 
fecture has started a new company to handle 
the manufaciure of insect powuer and its 
export business. The scheme the promoters 
of the new concern has in view is stated to be 
the systematization of the pyrethrum and in- 
sect powder industry in the famous Wakayama 
district. 


IODINE AND POTASSIUM IODIDE—Are 
irregular because their foreign demand fails to 
revive. lodine has dropped a trifle, being quot- 
ed at 7 yen per pound, while potassium iodide 
is quoted at 5.80 yen per pound, a slight ad- 
vance over last Monday. 


MENTHOL AND PEPPERMINT OIL—Are 
being strengthened, as they are in a buying 
season. But demand from Europe and the 
United States is still very slack, and only oc- 
casional business for small parcels is reported. 
Menthol crystals are quoted at 13.40 yen per 
kin, while peppermint oil is offered at 3.20 yen 
per kin. 

MORPHINE—Has reacted a little since last 
Monday. Its hydrochloride is quoted now at 
47 yen per ounce, which figure is a decline of 
1 yen as compared with last Monday. 


POTASSIUM PERMANGANATE—Remains 
unchanged. It shows very little sympathy 
with other drugs, having lost its foreign 


market altogether. It is quoted at 150 yen per 


100 pounds. 

QUININE—Remains unchanged but firm, the 
drug market generally being marked with more 
strength. Quinine sulphate is quoted at 1.75 
yen per ounce. 

SANTONIN—Has experienced a setback since 
last Monday, as, thanks to the efforts of im- 
poters, the visible supply has once more be- 
come plentiful and demand from overseas and 
home users can easily be met. It is quoted at 
110 yen per pound, a decline of 5 yen as com- 
pared with last Monday. 

JAPAN WAX—Has fallen away badly again, 
as it is out of season. Apparently holders 
hope that the adverse tendency will not de- 
velop very much farther, and in justification 
of their hopeful opinion they point out that the 
visible supply is short and that foreign in- 
quiries are again being received. However, it 
is doubtful if their hope can be realized. White 
wax Howo is quoted at 47 yen per picul, San- 
jirushi being quoted at 45 yen per picul. Gray 
wax Jomigaki is quoted at 40.50 yen per picul.

LONDON DRUG MARKET. 


London, April 23, 1919. 

Broadly, little more 
expansion and a more hopeful sentiment pre- 
vails. Orders are still confined to immediate 
requirements, business for forward account be- 
ing almost negligible. Concern is naturally 
shown as to the government's intention or 
policy toward the importation of enemy prod- 
ucts when peace is signed, and on this will 


depend the bumuess program of most importers 
until a definite official declaration is forth- 
coming. Particu‘arly anxious in this connec- 
tion are those manufacturers who during the 
war have launched into new productions. Some 
of these are advocating the exclusion of all 
foreign-made chemicals that they are making 
or there is a reasonable prospect of them mak- 
ing, and they point to the new Council on 
Imports as the source to which to apply for 
protection until such time as they have made 
good or failed to prove their ability to produce 
the country’s requirements. Possibly more 
may be heard of this movement as regards 
synthetic drugs and photographic agents 
through the representations of the Association 
of British Chemical Manufacturers, but it is 
not so hopeful in regard to aromatic or per- 
fumery synthetics, the makers of which have 
been left to act independently. Meantime, 
evidence of action by the Import Council in 
regard to larger lines is seen in the Board of 
Trade’s adoption and enforcement of the coun- 
cil’s recommendations that the importation of 
zinc oxides is to be restricted to 10 per cent. of 
1918 imports. Another method which is can-

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ACID BENZOIC.—There are offerings 
of so-called U. S. P. benzoic acid in the 
market at low prices and 80c. per pound 
was heard in one direction. It is known, 
however, that there is considerable old 
material and poor grade stock on hand 
and it would be well for buyers to make 
their purchases by sample. The tech- 
nical grade of the material was offered 
by second hands at 70c. per pound, Pro- 
ducers are quoting the U. 8. P. grade at 
$1 and up, according to quantity and 
holder of the material. 

ACID CRESYLIC.—The demand for 
this material is rather more quiet than 
was the case at the close of the former 
period, and while good sales are being 
made by leading factors supplies are 
more than taking care of the demand 
for the material. The 95@97 per cent. 
grade of the acid is quoted at 80c. per 
gallon in one direction. Other factors 
are asking &85c. and up for their sup- 
plies. The inside price of the higher 
97@99 per cent. grade is still made at 
$1.02 per gallon. 

ACID H.—There is not much interest 
among the consumers of H acid ever 
since the recent reduction in vrice was 
announced by the producers of the ma- 
terial. Supplies are in an easy posi- 
tion and some shading might have taken 
place on a firm offer for a large lot of 
the material. There were no actual 
prices of less than $1.80 per pound 
heard in the market, and some factors 
are still quoting their supplies at $2 per 
pound. 

ACID PHTHALIC.—The demand for 
phthalic anhydride is becoming more 
active and the producers are being 
pressed to take care of all the inquiries 
which they are receiving. Production 
is in better volume than was the case 
a few weeks back, and this fact keeps 
the market steady at the old prices and 
prevents an advance on the strength 
of the demand. Sales in round lots are 
put through at $2.50 per pound, while 
smaller parcels command 50c. premium 
on the pound. The crude acid is not so 
active as the anhydride, and is quoted 
at the repeated level of $2@2.10 per 
pound. 

ACID PICRAMIC.—There has been 
no further change in the quotations of 
the leading factors in the market for 
this material since the report of a week 
ago. Prices are steady at the level 
reached by the recent reduction, and 
there is said to be a better demand in 
evidence since the cut was named.

ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—There has 
been no feature in the market for alpha 
naphthol worthy of report during the 
week. The demand is steady, and prices 
are being well maintained by the pro- 
ducers. There is little surplus of the 
material in the hands of dealers, and 
quotations heard in the market are uni- 
formly at the producers’ prices of $1@

Prices are steady 
and repeated at 62@65c. per pound, al- 
though one producer of the material 
refuses to shade 70c. per pound in his 
operations, 

BICHROMATES. — Bichromate of 
soda continues to weaken under the 
pressure to sell exhibited by the pro- 
ducers. There is little action among 
the consumers on the falling market, 
and, while an occasional lot is turned 
over for export, there is some surplus 
of the material in the market. Produc- 
ers’ quotations stand at 84ec. per 
pound, but it is intimated that 8c. per 
pound would be accepted on a large 


order. Bichromate of potash is also 
weak, and sales were reported in the 
market at 30c. per pound. Producers 


openly quoted the material at 32c. per 
pound, but this would doubtless have 
been shaded on a firm offer. 

INDIGO—There were offerings of 20 
per cent. paste indigo at 70c. per pound 
during the week, but there is appar- 
ently little interest in the material at 
any price. Sales are confined to small 
lots for the most part, but an occa- 
sional sale of a round quantity is re- 
ported, There are ample supplies of 
the material available, and further de- 
clines would not be unexpected by 
those best informed as to the course of 
the market. ; 

PRUSSIATES.—Yellow prussiate of 
soda is in good request among the 
color makers, and prices are reported 
as steady at the same level reported at 
the close of the former trading period. 
Producers are quoting on the basis of 
19@20c. per pound, but small lots of 
the material are available at reduc- 
tions from these figures. Second hands 
offered material at 17@18c. per pound, 
according to quantity, during the week. 
Yellow Prussiate of potash is un- 
changed since the last report. There is 
little demand for the material, and the 
price is barely maintained at the level 
reported a week ago. Sales at 30@35c. 
per pound were reported during the 
week. Red prussiate of potash was of- 
fered at 85ec. per pound, but better 
could probably have been done on a 
large order. 

TIN CRYSTALS. Little action 
characterized the market for this ma- 
terial since the report of a week ago. 
Prices are held steady in the face of 
the inaction of the market, and quota- 
tions at less than 48c. per pound were 


entirely lacking in the market. Con- 
sumers are coming into the market 
for only so much of the material as 


they need at once, and are not antici- 
pating their future requirements. 

ZINC DUST.—Inactivity has been 
the tone of the zine dust market dur- 
ing the week. There is apparently no 
interest among the buyers of the ma- 
terial at any price, and sales at 
per pound were confined to small-lot 
transactions. There are some produc- 
ers who are still quoting at 12c. per 
pound, claiming a high grade of mate- 
rial, but the bulk of the producers are

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sort of difficulties were anticipated. 
There was some concessions made to 
the workmen, and the threatened tie-up 
did not occur. The advance in price 
has held, however, and, as there is no 
possible chance of producers being able 
to ever again be able to obtain the re- 
markably low priced labor they once 
worked, there is no chance of the price 
of rock ever going back to its ante-bel- 
lum level. The development of the ex- 
port business is what the trade is most 
interested in, and the developments in 
this line are slow, although prospects 
are most encouraging. When _ peace 
terms are finally made there should be 
an improvement in the foreign demand 
that will materially change the situa- 
tion, and producers are well organized 
to take care of this business when it 
comes. In the meantime prices are 
nominally unchanged. 


POTASHES. 


The American potash producers are 
still quoting a price of $2.50 a unit. 
This is, according to the producers, a 
fair price, but the fact remains that the 
recently imported Alsatian potash sold 
much under this quotation, and that it 
is by no means certain that France 
will not have more’ to send here in the 
near future. The fact that Herbert 
Hoover has announced that there will 
be no opportunity offered Germany to 
trade potash for food supplies releases 
the domestic market from the fear it 
might be swamped by German goods 
piled up during the war by the labor of 
prisoners. No one seems to have much 
fear of Germany as a competitor from 
now on for many years as far as new 
production is concerned, and _ before 
Germany can come again as a potash 
producer America will want none of its 
goods if given protection against what 
supplies it may have on hand—is what 
seems to be the opinion of leading 
American producers. While the price 
is nominally $2.50 a unit for American 
potash, it might be possible to buy a 
little cheaper. The imports from France 
have not had much effect on the situa- 
tion as yet, but if there should be any 
more coming in there would be a radical 
change in the situation. 

PYRITES.—There is a good demand 
for Spanish pyrites, and no longer any 
shortage of supplies. This trade has 
made rapid strides in reverting to 
normal, as the source of supply was a 
non-combatant country. There has 
been no change in the general situation 
since our last report, and the price is 
still based upon the freight cost. 


BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, May 16, 1919. 


The fertilizer trade situation has not under- 
gone any marked changes in the last week. 
Orders for mixtures continue to come in, as 
the rainy weather of the past few weeks has 
interfered to a considerable extent with work 
on the farms, much of it being back a fort- 
night or even longer. Because of the weather 
the calls for fertilizer mixtures were held 
back, the buyers naturally being disposed to 
wait until the meteorological conditions pre- 
sented a more propitious aspect. It has also 
been the impression among members of the 
trade that, regardless of the weather, wants in 
considerable volume yet remained unsatisfied, 
and would come out before the shipping sea- 
son could be regarded as actually and finally 
at an end. These expectations are evidently 
being realized, and it looks now as if a very 
substantial addition would be made to the 
volume of business which can be credited to 
the season. This has naturally added to the 
good feeling in the trade, for it has resulted 
in reducing the supplies of mixtures likely to 
remain on the hands of the manufacturers 
to far smaller proportions than seemed at all 
probable not so very long ago, and there 
may be quite a number of sellers who are in 
the position of making a virtual clean-up. 
Altogether the results realized are believed 
to come close to expectations entertained early 
in the year, if they are not entirely realized, 
and the market has held up remarkably well 
in the main. After an early disposition on 
the part of the buyers to delay the placing 
of orders in the belief that decided reductions 
in the prices of mixtures were tolerably cer- 
tain to come, the inquiry picked up on the 
representations of the manufacturers, who 
pointed out pertinently that no such drop 
could be allowed for the reason that the raw 
materials entering into the composition of the 
mixtures had been acquired at top prices and 
that concessions could not be made without 
serious losses to the manufacturers. This ex- 
planation impressed the buyers, and on the 
whole there has been little holding out for 
reductions. The buyers recalled the fact that 
they were getting cheap mixtures at a time 
when the cost of the raw materials pur- 
chased for future operations had gone up to 
almost record figures, and they felt that their 
true interests lay in co-operating with the 
sellers. This attitude was greatly encouraged 
by the excellent prices which farm produce 
of all kinds has brought. And it is to be said 
that the prospects for the next season, so far 
as the returns to the farmers are concerned, 
have not grown less attractive. There is 
every prospect that the agriculturists will be 
able to effect at least some saving on their 
labor cost this spring and summer, while it 
seems reasonably certain that there will be 
little, if any, drop in the prices of the things 
which they have to sell. Accordingly, it looks 
as if they stood to make an _ extra_ profit, 
which will in turn lay the foundation for the 
next shipping season, as far as fertilizers are 
concerned. 

FISH SCRAP.—The commencement of the 
menhaden season in this section is still some 
weeks off, but along the North Carolina coast 
the fleet has already begun operations, though, 
according to reports received here, the results 
so far have been exceedingly poor. A Balti- 
more fertilizer man who visited Morehead City 
in the last week came back with the informa- 
tion that the fish are very small and yield 
almost no oil. In addition, the schools are 
few and scant, and the results so far have 
been most unsatisfactory. About 1,000 tons 
of mill dried scrap has been accumulated at 
Morehead City, it is said, and this is being 
held at $6 and 10, though so far without 
takers. It will be noted that the quotation of 
20 cents for the bone phosphate which was 
adopted tast season has been dropped and 
10 cents restored. The Chesapeake Bay men- 
haden fleet is being gotten ready for work, 
but will not go out on the grounds until the 
latter part of this month.

There 
was also the usual trading among the 
speculative interests and the market 
as a whole was more active than has 
been the case for some time back. 
Prices were in most instances well 
maintained and quotations lower than 
5c. per pound were not heard in the 
market, 

STARCH.—Corn starch is in good 
demand and an active market was 
noted during the past week. The price 
of corn is advancing and this fore- 
easts a further advance in the corn 
product. Up to the close there has 
been no change, but leading producers 
are not entering into contracts and 
this is taken as an indication that 
higher prices are in prospect. Quota- 
tions on the powdered grade at $5.27 
per cwt. were heard in the market. 
The pearl is held at $5.12 per cwt. 
Wheat starch is in good request and 
prices are steady at 9%@llc. per 
pound, depending on the quantity and 
delivery required. There is less call 
for the potato grades than was the 
case before the wheat material came 
back into the market. Offerings are 
made with some freedom, but there is 
little trading with the consumers of 
the material. Prices for both grades 
are unchanged, although weak at 
7T@7%e per pound. 

SUMAC.—There were further im- 
portations of Sicily No, 1 sumac dur- 
ing the week, but there was no change 


in the prices quoted by the leading 
importers in the spot market. It is 


stated that arrivals are booked before 
they reach the markets and that the 
spot market is in a nearly nominal 
position at present. Arrivals are 
quoted at $115 per ton, while the small 
stocks of spot goods are quoted at $125 
and up per ton. Domestic sumac is in 
scanty supply, but there are offer- 
ings in the market. Last sales were 
reported at $80@85 per ton. There is 
a strong demand for both grades on 
account of the difficulty connected with 
obtaining supplies. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR.—The position of 
this material in the spot market is 
unchanged and prices are steady at 
recently prevailing levels. Goods are 
arriving in sufficient volume to take 
care of the demand and buying con- 
tinues along the routirte lines. Con- 
sumers are not active in the market, 
but speculative interests keep the 
market moving. There was no change 
in the quotations of the leading fac- 
tors in the market during the week 
and prices are steady at 6%,@10c. per 
pound, depending on the grade of the 
material.

Second hands are offering the 
chrome grades at considerable reduc- 
tions from the producers’ prices. There 
were sales by these factors in the trad- 
ing at 13c. per pound for the chrome 
ammonia material. First hands quote 
large lots on the basis of 1l15c. per 
pound. Chrome potash alum is offered 
in most second-hand directions at 19c. 
per pound, while the producers hold 
their supplies at 20%c. per pound in 
most directions. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—There has 
been no change in the quotations of 
the leading factors in the market for 
this material since the last report. 
Producers’ prices are being maintained 
in most instances in spite of the slow 
demand at 2%@3c, per pound for the 
iron-free grade. A large order in the 
market during the week is reported to 
have caused some shading in first-hand 
circles, but actual business at lower 
than the prices quoted in this report 
was not in evidence at the close. The 
commercial grade stands at 1% @2c. per 
pound in spite of the lack of demand 
for the material. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—There has 
been little action in the market for this 
material during the week just past. 
Buyers are coming into the market for 
small lots from time to time, but there 
has been little indication that the round 
quantity business was coming through 
to any extent. Producers quote the 
market as quiet at the figures reported 
a week ago. The heavy grade stands 
at 8%@9%ec. per pound and the light at 
17@18c. per pound. 


ANTIMONY.—In spite of the fact 
that holders of the material are in 
many instances quoting considerably 


higher, there were sales of needle an- 
timony in fair sized lots at 6c. per 
pound during the week past. Free im- 
portations and lack of any large de- 
mand for the material were responsible 
for the decline from the former level. 
Antimony oxide was also reduced in 
some directions and quotations at the 
close stood at 6%c. per pound. The 
sulphureted varieties were not reduced 
so radically, but their position in the 
spot market was considerably easier 
than was the case a week ago, Sales 
on the basis of 20@21c. per pound for 
the red were reported, with other 
grades in proportion. 

ARSENIC.—-A fair demand from the 
insecticide makers for white arsenic 
was reported by leading factors during 
the past week, and the prices of lead- 
ing holders were somewhat firmer at 
the former level of 9c. per pound. Quo- 
tations up to 10c., according to the 
quantity desired, were heard in the 
market. There is no interest in the 
offerings of red arsenic which are be- 
ing made in the market and more at- 
tractive prices are being offered in 
some directions on account of the very 
light demand which is coming through. 
Quotations as low as 22c. per pound 
were heard in the final trading. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—There has 
been a better tone to the operations of 
the consumers of this material for the 
past two weeks and prices have 
steadied and in some directions have 
advanced on the more active tone of 
the market. There were sales of the 
off-color material reported in the spot 
market at $60 per ton during the week, 
but it is doubtful if any large lot of 
the material was available at that 
price. The pure material was not in 
evidence at less than $70 per ton in 
any direction. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket for this material is about as un- 
settled as it could well be. There are 
offerings of material through second 
hands at very low prices, but guaran-

There is little interest in the 
current offerings among the consum- 
ers of the material and sales are most- 
ly confined to small lots for the imme- 
diate use of the consumers. Prices 
are barely maintained at 14@16c. per 

und. 

COPPERAS.—There is little interest 
in the current offerings of this mate- 
rial and supplies are overrunning the 
demand to some extent. Producers are 
quoting at $1.20 per cwt. for prompt 
shipment from works, but there is 
some material in second hands at less 
than this figure. There were no impor- 
tant transactions reported during the 
wek by prominent factors and the 
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prices named are for the most part 
nominal in the absence of trading. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Paper_ mills 
are taking good supplies of this mate- 
rial from time to time, but the spot 
market is still very quiet. Producers 
are quoting car lots at 14c. per pound 
and less than car lots at 1%c. per 
pound. There is an abundance of the 
material on spot at prices in the vicin- 
ity of the last-named figure. Sales of 
large quantities are almost absent from 
the market at present. 

PHOSPHORUS.—There is little ac- 
tion in the market for this material, 
and with importations of the foreign 
grades of the material coming in in 
good shape prices are generally weak. 
There has been no further change in 
the prices asked by the domestic manu- 
facturers for their product, but there 
was some outside material available at 
lower than their prices. Producers 
named 35c. per pound for the yellow 
material and 70@75c. per pound for the 
red during the past week. 


POTASH CHLORATE.—There has 
been no further reduction in the price 
of this potash salt since the report of a 
week ago. The demand is still rather 
quiet and sales of large lots are not 
much in evidence. Producers are quot- 
ing at 30c. per pound for less than car 
lots of the material, while large quan- 
tities are quoted at 25c. per pound by 
leading factors in the market. Export 
demand is rather active but the spot 
market is dull. 


POTASH CARBONATE.—There has 
been no further change in the position 
of this material since the report of a 
week ago, There is little interest in 
the commodity and supplies are over- 
running the demand in most directions. 
Second hands are in full control of the 
spot market and are offering very at- 
tractive prices without getting much in 
the way of interest from the consumers 
of the material. The 80@85 per cent. 
grade of the material is quoted at 12c. 
per pound in second hands, but pro- 
ducers are not anxious to shade 14c. 
per pound on their supplies. Other 
grades are proportionately priced. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—Caustic potash 
was reduced again by the producers 
and sales were reported on the basis 
of 35c. per pound for the 88@92 per 
cent. test of the material. This price 
was for less than car iots of the ma- 
icrial. Car lots coula probably have 
been secured from leading producers of 
the material at 30c. per pound during 
the week. There is little demand for 
the material and the weakness of the 
market for the raw material, coupled 
with this fact, was the reason for the 
decline in price. The 70@75 per cent. 
grade of the material was reduced even 
more sharply by the producers and a 


price of 25c. per pound was openly 
quoted. It was intimated that 20c, per 
pound would not have been refused on 
a firm offer for a large lot of the ma- 
terial. 

POTASH PERMANGANATE. — The 
technical grade of this material was 
offered in the spot market.at the close 
of the week at 45c. per pound. This 
represents a decline in the price of 
5e. on the pound. Producers are not 
meeting this figure and refuse to quote 
at less than 65@70c. per pound for 
their material. There is little interest 
among the consumers of the goods and 
this was the cause of the further weak- 
ening of the market. 

SALTPETER. — Refiners reduced 
their prices on saltpeter early in the 
week on account of the continued lack 
of interest in their offerings among 
the buyers. There was a better tone 
to the market after the reduction was 
named, but the demand is sstill far 
from normal. Spot supplies are large 
and further declines would not be an 
unexpected development. Crystals are 
quoted at 16@16%c. per pound with 
other grades in proportion. 

SALT CAKE.—There is little action 
in the salt cake market and producers 
report that they are doing little busi- 
ness. Offerings are coming through 
freely from the producers of the ma- 
terial and the tone of the market is 
decidedly weak, There are small lots 
changing hands at $17 per ton for the 
ground material, but a firm offer would 
probably reduce this considerably if the 
amount involved were large. 

SODA ASH.—The market for light 
soda ash is better than was the case a 
week or so back. There is a good call 
from the consumers of the material, 
and while there are still fair sized lots 
to be had at the old figure of 1\%c. per 
pound from second hands, the volume 
of material in the hands of these fac- 
tors is so limited that a large order for 
several cars of the material would 
probably have gone to the producers 
of the material during the week. Pro- 
ducers are quoting at $1.75 per ewt. 
basis of 48 per cent. works. There is 
some business being closed at that 
figure. Dense ash is steady at recently 
prevailing prices. Demand from glass- 
makers is reported as_ improving. 
Quotations at $2.40 per cwt. in bags 
were heard in the market. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—There is a better 
undertone to the market for this ma- 
terial at present than has been the 
case since the last report on this com- 
modity. Sales ares till in evidence at 
the low prices noted for the past 
month, but there is less of the material 
in the hands of dealers than was the 
case a few weeks back. Producers are 
forming an association to capture the

export business and have fixed a price 
of 3c. per pound for their sales for ex- 
vort. A sale through second hands for 
this class of the trade was made at 
$2.40 per cwt. The amount involved 
was 30 tons. The spot market is quoted 
at $2.50@2.65 per cwt. in second hands. 
Producers quote $2.65 basis 60 per cent. 
works for prompt shipment. 

SODA NITRITE.—There is some ac- 
tion in the market for this material 
since the recent decline in the price. 
Sales of fair quantities are going 
through for the account of the con- 
sumers and the market is steady at 
the prices recently noted. Sales at 11@ 
l2c. per pound for the 96@98 per cent, 
grade of the material were noted dur- 
ing the week. 

SAL SODA.—There has been no fur- 
ther change in the prices quoted by 
the producers of this material since 
the report of a week ago. Sales for 
the domestic trade were made at $1.25 
per cwt. for prompt shipment from 
makers’ works. This amounts to about 
$1.35 delivered in New York. A fair 
demand is noted for the material and 
prices are steady. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—There has 
been no change in the quotations of 


the producers of this material and 
1%c. per pound is the inside named 
by these factors for their products. 


Sales by second hands were reported 
fractionally under the prices of the 
manufacturers. There is less demand 
for the material in evidence than was 
the case a few weeks back and second 
hands are in possession of a consider- 
able amount of the goods. Prices are 
rather unsteady. 

TIN OXIDE.—The demand for this 
material is not appreciably better than 
was the case before the recent cut in 
price was announced. Buyers are ap- 
parently still of the opinion that better 
values are in prospect and are holding 
off in the matter of future require- 
ments and purchasing only so much of 
the material as they need for their 
immediate requirements. Quotations 
are barely maintained at 60c. per 
pound for bulk quantities. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—Seles of car 
lots of this material were noted during 
the week at 4c. per pound. The de- 
mand is better than was the case a few 
weeks back, but still leaves much to 
be desired. There is little tendency 
on the part of the consumers to come 
into the market for more than they 
need for the present use and the mar- 
ket is quiet and rather weak at the 
figure quoted above. 


ACIDS. 


Little action has characterized the 
market for heavy acids during the 
week, and prices are generally rather 
weak at the levels quoted a week ago.

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Sulphuric and nitric are particularly 
dead at present, and while there is al- 
ways a considerable demand for the 
former material as the basis of all 
chemical operations there is not the 
usual tendency on the part of the buy- 
ers of the material to come into the 
market for more of the material than 
they need for their immediate require- 
ments. There is such a large surplus 
of the various heavy acids in the mar- 
ket at present, due, of course, to the 
fact that producers are disposing of 
the government surplus as well as their 
own output, that buyers feel that better 
prices should be offered than those 
current among the producers. Had not 
the government come to the front in 
the matter of allowing the producers 
to dispose of the surplus stocks or had 
it followed the method used in the 
Aetna sale there would have been a 
complete demoralization of the acid 
market. As it is it is hard to see how 
the consumers can see any prospect of 
very cheap acids. Stocks formerly held 
by the government are now in the 
hands of the producers who have cur- 
tailed their own production until such 
a time as the government stocks are 
disposed of and while declines have 
occurred to some extent, there is little 
to indicate that acids will be sold be- 
low the costs of production by any 
holders of the material. It is the opin- 
ion of the producers that their cus- 
tomers are showing small foresight in 
operating in the present hand-to- 
mouth manner, as it is pointed out 
that when the present stocks are de- 
pleted there will probably be a rever- 
sion to more profitable figures by the 
producers, and that low quotations will 
be withdrawn from the market. The 
fact that present costs of production 
are higher than ever before is pointed 
out as the reason for this belief. 

The finer acids are not in as good 
demand as was the case a week or so 
back. Citric and tartaric are rather 
more quiet than they were two or three 
weeks ago, and while the former acid 
is in some request from the soft drink 
trade, there is not the volume of busi- 
ness being turned over which was in 
evidence during the month of April. 
There are free importations of the 
various acids coming in and citric and 
oxalic are in some surplus in the spot 
market. Shipment prices on both of 
these acids have declined, and offerings 
from English sources are heard at more 
attractive figures from time to time. 
The shipping situation has clarified 
somewhat and there is less prospect of 
delays and hindrances in the matter 
of securing space for the material than 
was the case a few weeks back. 

This fact is also of interest to the 
exporters of the heavy as well as of 
the finer acids. There has been some 
trading for South American account in 
the heavy materials during the past 
week, and the surplus is being depleted 
to some extent by this fact. There is, 
however, less export business than pro- 
ducers of acid had hoped for at the 
beginning of the year, and prices are 
little affected by the foreign demand. 

Spot trading has been very quiet, 
and prices are generally unchanged. 
Citric and phosphoric acids were re- 
duced by domestic producers. Other 
changes were routine only. Detailed 
reports of the important items on the 
list follow:— 

ACETIC.—Glacial 99 per cent. acid is 
offered by the producers at 13 1-3c. per 
pound in large quantities, and sales of 
fairly good lots to consumers were not- 
ed at this price. Some material in 
second hands could have been secured 
at 13c. per pound. There is less de- 
mand for other grades than for the 
glacial, and prices on other grades are 
reported as unchanged. Producers state 
that they are unwilling to shade 34c. 
per pound for their supplies of 28 per 
cent. commercial, but one sale of a 
large quantity was noted at 8c. per 
pound. There is little tendency among 
the buyers to anticipate their future 
requirements of the various grades. 


CARBOLIC.—There has been the 
same quiet and rather unsettled con- 
dition in evidence in the market for 
carbolic acid which was noted at the 
close of the former trading period. 
Second hands are still in possession of 
some surplus of the material and-are 
offering at all sorts of prices in the 
hope of attracting the attention of the 
consumers of the material. These fac- 
tors are not coming into the market 
under present conditions for more than 
they need for their immediate use. 
Prices are unsteady but seemed to 
range between 7%4c. and 10c. per 
pound. 


CIT RIC.—Importations of citric acid 
are noted at 95c. per pound and the 
position of the imported material is de- 
cidedly easy on spot. ‘There has been 
some demand from the soft drink trade 
but it has not kept pace with the sup- 
plies. Sales at $1 per pound were made 
for spot goods and small lots could 
have been secured at a very little over 
that figure. Producers again reduced 
their prices and are now quoting on 
the basis of $1.06@1.06% per pound. 
This was done in an effort to compete 
with the imported material. 

MU RIATIC.—-There has been no 
change in the quotations of the pro- 
ducers of this material. Prices are be- 
ing made on large lots when they come 
into the market at absurd figures in 
some _ directions. There is little call 
among the consumers for more of the 
material than they need for their im- 
mediate operations. One sale of a small

The price is quite well maintained, 
standing at 5.20 yen per 100 pounds, which 
figure is an increase of 9.2) yen on last 
Monday. 


NITRIC—Remains unaltered, but reveals 
a weakening disposition at times in sym- 
pathy with salpeter. Holders quote here 
the commodity at 12.70 yea per 100 pounds. 


SULPHURIC—Is unchanged but = firyn, 
producers being determined to keep up the 
yresent levels with every means in their 
power. The Tokio price for 66 per cent. is 
3.85 yen per 100 pounds and that for 65 
per cent. 3.45 yen per 100 pounds. 


ALUM stays on at 7.40 yen per picul. Its 
market is weak and featureless, but the 
price is maintained on producers’ firm atti- 
tude. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA—Has fallen 
away somewhat in sympathy with its mar- 
ket in Great Britain and the United States. 
It is now quoted at 10 yen per 100 pounds, 
which is a decline of 0.60 yen, as compared 
with last Monday. 

BICHROMATE OF POTASH—Remains 
deadly inactive and hardly are any trans- 
actions in the goods reported. Holders 
quote this goods at 42 yen per 100 pounds, 
but the figure is only nominal. 


BLEACHING POWDER—Has shot up to 
6 yen per 100 pounds, but its jump beyond 
the height has become difficult, because 
there is no demand supporting it in evi- 
dence. It stays on at last Monday’s level. 

CAUSTIC SODA—Is also sinking down on 
the waning demand from users. Holders 
hope on the ground that imports are re- 
duced that the goods will improve further, 
but its market follows the contrary course. 
The price to date is 12.50 yen per 100 
pounds. 

POTASSIUM FERRO CYANIDE YEL- 
LOW—Has recovered its strength a little in 
sympathy with the dye industry, but de- 
mand being still dull, its price halts round 
the last level, 70 yen per 100 pounds. Red 
is also dull, staying on at 150 yen per 100 
pounds. 

POTASSIUM HYDROCHLORIDE — Re- 
mains unchanged apparently, it being 
quoted at 34 yen per 100 pounds by holders. 
However, its market is marked with a weak 
undercurrent and the price thus given out 
is only nominal. 

SODA ASH—Which has ceased to decline 
on the reported heavy decrease in the 
visible stock here is once more getting de- 
pressed. American goods are offered freely 
at 4 yen per 100 pounds, which figure is a 
decline of 0.20 yen, as compared with last 
Monday. 

SULPHATE OF COPPER—Has ceased to 
decline. It stays on at the level of 21 yen 
per picul.

MANGROVE BARK 


In India Practically Unlimited— 
10,000 Tons of Myrabolans 
Available. 


Washington, May 16, 1919. 


American tanners, who are desirous of 
purchasing mangrove bark in India, are 
advised by the American Consul General 
at Calcutta, India, to submit to his office 
accurate information concerning the kind 
of mangrove bark they require. Reason 
for this is that the American official re- 
ports there are several varieties of this 
bark having different properties as re- 
gards their application in leather manu- 
facture. 


It is stated in a report received here 
that the estimated quantity of myrabo- 
lans available for export during the 
coming year is from 7,000 to 10,000 
tons, of which 1,500 tons are available 
within 30 days. 





No information could be obtained re- 
garding the amount of mangrove bark 
available. But the tannin expert to the 


Government of India, informed the Con- 
sul General that while the quantity in 
India and Burma is practically unlimited, 


he was unable to give definite informa- 
tion concerning the quantity annually 
available for export. 

The report states further that the 


tannin expert stated that the quantities 
of mangrove bark in the Arakan district 
of Burma, are almost illimitable, and 
that he has personal knowledge of the 
mangrove forests of the Tenasserin coast 
which are also abundant. He said he has 
figures showing that there are some 
5,000 mangrove trees extracted annually 
on the Bassein coast of Burma, but from 
recent information he judged that these 
forests 


S are now rapidly being cut out. 
It is stated the quantities of Rhizo- 
phora mucronata and allied species are 


very much larger, and the percentage of 
tannin higher than in the case of Sun- 
dri, but that these barks have been ob- 
jected to in the past on account of the 
high color and harsh character of the 
leather produced.
